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Contract assures 
attorney a job 
until mid-1976 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer is 


virtually guaranteed employment with 
the village until April 30,1976, since he is 
under contract and cannot be fired with- 
out a public hearing. 


Hamer Joins four village department 


heads who are also under contract to the 
village. The contracts were begun in 
May, 1972, to provide the department 
heads with job protection In case of a 
change of administration, according to 
Village Mgr. George Passolt. 


During the 1971 village election, the 


Wheeling Independent Party (WHIP) 
repeatedly threatened to "clean house" 
if its candidates were elected. Passolt 
said the contracts were a direct out- 
growth of that political situation. 


OTHER EMPLOYES under contract 


include William Bieber, director of build- 
Ing and zoning, and Larry Oppenhelmer, 
village engineer and director of public 
works. Village Clerk Evelyn Diens is un- 
der contract for her job as collector and 
office manager. Police Chief Peter Gut- 
tilla is under contract for his position of 
captain on the Wheeling force. 


The contracts came to light as part of 


the ongoing controversy over Bieber, 
who was indicted by a federal grand jury 
early this year. Bieber is continuing to 
draw his $21,500-a-year salary while on 
leave of absence awaiting trial for ex- 
tortion conspiracy, perjury and filing a 
false income tax return. 


Several residents have asked that Bie- 


ber'* salary fee withheld, and village 
trustees have responded that such action 
would leave the village open for a court 
suit. No mention was made of the con- 


tracts until last week, although they have 
been in existence for two years. 


The village codes grant the manager 


the right to hire and fire employes. 
There is, however, no mention of the 
manager's authority to enter into em- 
ployment contracts. 


Passolt said Friday he considers the 


contracts as an extension of his hiring 
and firing authority. "It's part and par- 
cel of my hiring responsibilities," he 
said. "You bind for salary and every- 
thing else when you hire somebody." 


THUS, ALTHOUGH Passolt signed the 


contracts without formal board approval, 
he said there is no question that they are 
legally binding. 


Passolt said, however, he would double 


check the matter with Hamer, who was 
unavailable for comment Friday. 


Although the five persons under con- 


tract have had job protection since 1972, 
regular village employes were granted 
similar protection last week through the 
creation of an employe appeal board. 
The employes had been requesting the 
board for three years, saving they were 
afraid they would lose their jobs with a 
change of administration. 


The appeal board has final authority 


over the firing, demotion and suspension 
of all regular employes, but does not 
have jurisdiction over department heads 
or sworn personnel. Passolt said that all 
employes not under contract or covered 
by the police and fire commission are 
now protected by the appeal board and 
have the right to a public hearing if 
fired.

Board member Lark seeks landscaping 
Maintenance or recreation for parks? 


Park will be paid off this month 


The Wheeling Park District will own 


Chamber of Commerce Park free and 
clear when it makes final payment on 
the property this month. 


An agreement to purchase the property 


from the Wheeling Chamber of Com- 
merce was approved in 1968, and the 
park district has been paying off the debt 
in $3,000 annual installments. 


During a budget hearing last week, the 


park board decided to rid itself of the 
debt by making the three final payments 
on the property with a check for $8,000. 
They said this would eliminate the need 
to pay interest on the debt during the 
coming year. 


The park has been in existence since 


long before the formation of the park dis- 
trict in 1961. A portion of the property 
was sold to the Wheeling outdoor pool 
corporation, with the remaining acreage 


of the six acre site staying under Cham- 
ber of Commerce ownership. 


THE PARK DISTRICT purchased both 


parcels in 1968, agreeing to pay the 
Chamber $3,000 an acre for the front 
acreage. The purchase of the pool prop- 
erty was financed by referendum. 


In 1970, the park district financed mov- 


ing the old community church to Cham- 
ber of Commerce Park as part of a 
Wheeling Historical Society effort to pre- 
serve the church as a landmark. 


Chamber Park now is used as a com- 


munity meeting place, with the swim- 
ming pool located at the rear of the prop- 
erty. The park district plans to make the 
park a showpiece, and is now in the pro- 
cess of planting a rose garden at the site. 
With 1972 referndum funds, the board 
hopes to develop the site as a leisure rec- 
reation area. 


Wheeling Park Board members want 


then- 1974-75 budget to reflect promises 
made to the voters in the $700,000 park 
improvements referendum approved in 
1972. 


Park Board Pros. Robert Ross and 


Comr. Lorraine Lark argued at length 
Thursday night for at least one new full- 
time maintenance man to help carry out 
those referendum promises. 


"We've got to start doing something to 


make this look like a park," Mrs. Lark 
said hi arguing for increased mainte- 
nance staff. She noted that currently the 
Wheeling parks have almost no trees or 
landscaping, and said several of the 
buildings are in need of minor repairs. 


THE PARK BOARD also'is carefully 


checking other areas of the budget to 
make sure money is available for park- 
development. They plan to set aside 
$3,000 for such development, which may 
be used to build a gazebo In Chamber of 
Commerce Pdrk. 


Park'Supt. Dave Phillips, however, 


said the park does not need another full- 


time maintenance man. He instead 
stressed the need to increase recreation- 
al personnel and equipment. 


Phillips has said that according to the 


park district's five-year budget plan, 
1974-75 is the year to expand recreational 
programming. The $476,600 budget pre- 
sented to the park board reflects this em- 
phasis on recreational programs. 


Some park board members, however, 


want to emphasize the development of 
park sites. Ross and Lark said they want 
to make sure they have the manpower to 
handle the extensive planting and land- 
scaping promised in the 1972 referen- 
dum. 


"The referendum program does not 


only include a building and garage. It 
includes park development," Mrs. Lark 
said. She said she wanted the parks to be 
showpieces with well maintained trees 
and shrubs. 


The park board has delayed its approv- 


'al of the recreation program budget pro- 
posed by Phillips, saying they wanted to 
review his plans carefully. Phillips is 
proposing substantial increases in the 


amount of money spent on recreation in- 
structors and equipment. 


IN THE PAST, the park district has 


concentrated primarily on ending deficit 
spending, and thus had little money for 
the expansion of either recreation or 
park development. 


This year, however, the park district 


may end its fiscal year without having to 
issue tax anticipation warrants to cover 
its expenses. Phillips said he expects the 
district to end the fiscal year only 2.8 per 


cent over last year's $407,928. budget. 


The superintendent said that since the 


park district has been collecting more 
money than it spent during the year, the 
district should have more funds available 
now that it has rid itself of the need to 
cover past expenses. 


The park board will decide what use 


these additional funds will be put to 
when it decides whether to emphasize 
recreational programs or park devel- 
opment.

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'Some progress9 in Syria 
Kissinger: back to Israel 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger brought new 
Syrian proposals Sunday for a military 
disengagement in the Golan Heights fol- 
lowing a meeting in Damascus that he 
said produced "some progress but no 
agreement." 


Leaving Damascus after a 4%-hour 


meeting with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad, Kissinger said he was taking back 
to Israel what be called "detailed Syrian 
considerations" on the compromise pro- 
posals which Israel put forward last 
week. 


A high American official aboard Kis- 


singer's plane said th? Syrian reaction 
was "very concrete" and indicated the 
Issue of where the cease-fire line will be 
drawn. 


Two hours after his arrival In' Israel, 


Kissinger met with Israeli Prime Minis- 
ter Golda Meir and her key ministers to 
report on his talks. One of Kissinger's 
aides carried a case of maps. 


The high American official said there 


was nothing more Kissinger could do un- 
til he took "something back" to Damas- 
cus on Tuesday. He postponed his re- 


turn until then to give both Syria and Is- 
rael more time for reflection. 


In effect, Syria appeared to have 


thrown the ball back to Israel. 


The cease-fire line still appeared to be 


the major hangup. The high official said 
that once that is settlled the other de- 
tails of the agreement — a buffer zone, 
a thinning-out of forces and a role for 
the United Nations, as well as a prisoner 
of war exchange — will tend to fall into 
place. 


Kissinger's shuttle to Damascus Sun- 


day began the third and almost certainly 
the final week of his efforts to bring 
about the military separation of forces 
in the Golan Heights. 


Syrian and Israeli gun crews opened 


the third month of artillery duels along 
the Golan Heights Sunday, according to 
military communiques from both sides. 


It was the 62nd day of fighting that re- 


sumed March 12. 


The Israeli military command said the 


Syrians started the exchanges at 8:30 
a.m., opening up on Israeli positions 
around strategic Mt. Hermon and in the

Meanwhile, Israel's left-wing Mapain 


party, which is aligned with ruling labor- 
ites, voted Sunday to support a narrow 
majority coalition reportedly put togeth- 
er by Prime Minister-designate Yitzhak 
Rabin. 


Rabin set up meetings with two small 


parties — the Independent Liberals and 
Citizens Rights Movement — which are 
said to be ready to join Labor in a coa- 
lition controlling 61 seats in the 120-mem- 
ber Knesset parliament. 


Both Israeli television and labor party 


sources said Defense Minister Moshe Da- 
yan, target of criticism because of Is- 
rael's initial setbacks in the October war, 
would not be in the next government.

Impeach inquiry resumes tomorrow

WASHINGTON CUPI) - The House 


Judiciary Committee resumes its im- 
peachment inquiry Tuesday with propos- 
als for a whole new series of tape sub- 
poenas high oh the agenda.

The 'panel reportedly may change its 


subpoena strategy from-broad-stroke de- 
mands to a string of separate calls for 
specific taped White House conversations, 
with the prospective first subpoena fo- 
cusing on investigation of what Presi- 
dent Nixon might have known in ad- 
vance, about Watergate. 


Committee Chairman Peter W. Rodino 


also has indicated his panel might take 
that approach and abandon its sweeping 
request, forwarded April 19, for about 75 
presidential tapes. 


Nixon defied an earlier committee sub- 


poena for 42, tapes, furnishing instead the 
edited transcripts that .have provoked 
public controversy. The White House has 
since stated repeatedly it will provide no 
more Watergate materials. 


The new series of subpoenas was ex-

pected to lead off with a demand for 
tapes of talks involving the President, 
former Attorney General John N. Mitch- 
ell and H. R. Haldeman, then Nixon's 
chief of staff, on April 4, 1972. 


The committee, which formally began 


its deliberations with an introductory 
hearing Thursday, has three days of 
closed hearings scheduled this week. The 
hearings may be opened to the public 
next week with a decision pending on 
whether they will be nationally televised. 


President Nixon's special counsel said 


Sunday that the media has embarked 
on a "malicious, vicious attempt to poi- 
son the public mind against the Presi- 
dent by any means" since the release of 
the Watergate transcripts. 


J. Fred Buzhardt said there was no- 


thing in the tape recordings themselves 
which he would consider ethnic slurs, and 


discounted reports that President Nixon 
referred to "wops" and "jewboys" in 
places where the term "expletive dele- 
ted" or "characterization deleted" ap- 
peared in the transcripts. 


Buzhardt said he had listened to most 


of the tapes of Nixon's conservations 
from which the transcripts were taken 
and "I have heard nothing that I would 
consider ethnic slurs." 


The New York Times reported Sun- 


day that Nixon referred to U. S. District 
Court Judge John Sirica as a "wop" 
and made references to "jewboys" on 
the Securities and Exchange Commiss- 
ion. 


Buzhardt denied both accusations, but 


added that he could not pinpoint the 
source of these reports or where such 
remarks were supposed to have been 
made in the taped conservations. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Energy 'chief 


John C. SawhiH said Sunday the nation 
could be faced with spot shortages of 
electricity this summer if Americans ig- 
nore pleas to conserve energy. 


Claiming the Federal Energy Adminis- 


tration is "studying the electricity situ- 
ation right now," Sawhill said a shortage 
could be avoided if thermostats-were 
turned up to 78 degrees in homes and 
offices. 


But "if we have an extremely, hot "sum- 


mer and people don't respond to our 
request, then we might have some spot 
problems around the country," Sawhill 
said. 


In a UPI interview, Sawhill also pre- 


dicted the government would "play a 


bigger role" in future negotiations be- 
tween U.S. oil corporations and foreign 
oil producing nations. 


"I think that over the next several 


weeks we will be studying exactly what 
role . the federal government should play 
and what role the companies should play 
in international oil negotiations." he

ing policies and then the oil companies 
could negotiate within this framework," 
but he added that the FFA was "still 
studying the various options and haven't 
really decided on any particular option."

Ford, GM eye new minicars 


DETROIT'(UPI) — General Motors 


and Ford Motor Co. will introduce min- 
icars in the United States before the end 
of the decade if the market for cars 
smaller thanitiie current Vegas and Pin- 
tos continues to grow. 


GM is shooting for as early as 1976 


with a minicar to challenge the soon-to- 
be-introduced mini-Volkswagen in the 
low-cost-high-mileage market. .Ford is 
engineering a new oar in Europe that 
would need few adjustments to either 
bring it into this country or build it here. 


Ford Chairman Henry Ford II said if 


the Pinto isn't small enough to meet 
market demand "we'll have to do some- 


That could very well be a new minicar 


being designed for production in a new 
Spanish plant. It's going to be about 141 
inches long, just above the Honda, with 
power plants in the 55-horsepower range. 


While Ford is content to keep its min- 


icar engineering in Europe, GM is mov- 
ing ahead in this country. Closest to the 
U.S. market now is a version of the Che- 
vette, built by GM in Brazil. 


Industry sources indicate GM will be- 


gin producing a four-speed transmission 
for a minicar at the Chevrolet plant in 
Muncie, Ind., some time in 1976. It will 
be teamed with a new four-cyclinder en- 
gine GM is readying for the market in 
1976. 


The Chevette, at 162 inches, is about 13 


inches shorter than the Vega but 15 
inches longer than the Honda. It's a size 
GM officials think might be more accept- 
able for the U.S. market. 


While the automakers seemed to be 


moving closer to small car psychology, 
the government issued a study showing a 
new aspect of their economy. 


The ten-year trip from 'the showroom 


to the junkyard for a standard size 1974 
model oar will cost the owner $15,893, the 
government said. 


A compact car driven over the same 


average 10-year, 100,000-mile period 
would cost the owner $12,875. But the 
subcorapact car owner would pay only 
$11,153.10. 


In a new edition of its "Cost of Oper- 


ating an Automobile" booklet, the Trans- 
portation Department said depreciation 
is "the greatest single cost of owning and 
operating a standard-size car, but for 
compacts and subcompacts, the total 
cost of gasoline has taken over 'as the 
number one cost.'" 


For the standard-size car, the de- 


preciated cost plus accessaries was listed 
as $4,258. Gasoline for the 10-year period 
came to $2,026, maintenance cost $3,521, 
insurance $1,618, $1,960 for garaging, 
parking and tolls, and $1,509 for taxes — 
gas, oil, registrations. 


All costs were based on conditions in 


suburban Maryland, and were not nation- 
al averages.

$23 billon elementary and secondary 
education bill which will be the vehicle 
for anti-busing legislation. The House has 
not scheduled action on any major bills. 


Italy begins vote in divorce referendum 


• Witfi Pope Paul VI himself making a 


last-minute pitch, some 37.5 -million Ital- 
ians Sunday began two days of voting in 
a referendum over whether to repeal the 
nation's three-year old divorce law. The 
Pope, in his weekly noon blessing in St. 
Peter's Square, issued a final appeal to 
Catholics to remember their duty to the 
family, and vote for repeal. The referen- 
dum is heavy with political and religious 
consequences, because the dominant 
Christian Democrats as well as the 
church are strongly on record supporting 
the repeal of legalized divorce. 


• Conceding that the union member- 


ship is divided on the subject, Teamsters 
President Frank Fitzsimmons never- 
theless said he remains a staunch sup- 
porter of President Nixon, and believes 
he "should have his day in court'." He 
also said the Teamsters "abhor" the idea 
of another nationwide truckers' strike, as 
called for today by some trucker spokes- 
men.

One of Bob Hoffman's childhood- 


memories centers on a backyard 
confrontation between his mother 
and a love-smitten ostrich.

Hoffman, director of the Animal 


Kingdom Pet Shop, 1108 Lee St., lit- 
erally "grew up behind a pet store." 
His grandfather opened one of the 
first pet shops In Chicago and the 
tradition has been passed down 
through two generations. 


"I kind of grew up behind the shop 


— every time the store expanded, 
our living quarters got smaller," he 
said. 


PETS IN THE Hoffman household 


ranged from the traditional cat and 
dog to fruit bats, bears, baboons and 
baby buffalo. "Monkeys were always 
a big interest — we always seemed 
to have a monkey or two around the 
house," he said, 


Hoffman says his mother knew his 


father came from a pet background 
but didn't quite expect the home life 
she married into. 


"When they got married, my fa- 


ther was working at Bell and How- 
ell," he said. '"They both made the 


decision to start the pet shop and my 
mother came through like a trouper. 
She still doesn't like snakes but she'll 
handle them if she has to." 


Hoffman's family was "regarded 


as a little different" by relatives be- 
cause his father "has always been a 
little bit show business oriented," he 
said. 


"We've always been popular with 


the cousins, nieces and nephews, 
though. They couldn't wait to come 
over and see what new animal we 
had," Hoffman said. 


BECAUSE OF the range of pets 


carried by Animal Kingdom, Hoff- 
man's father was a frequent guest on 
Chicago television hi 'the early days 
of broadcasting. He made regular 
appearances on shows such as "Su- 
per Circus," "Welcome Travelers," 
"The Quiz Kids" and "The Win 
Strocke Show." 


"For Super Circus, we had to bring 


something new each week," he said. 
"One time, it was the world's largest 
rodent. The next time it might be 
snakes or reptiles." 


H o f f m a n enjoyed 
a celeb- 


rity status of his own among neigh- 
borhood children who "came over 
constantly to see what we had in the 
backyard." 


"It was sort of a Pied Piper effect 


— they'd always gather to see what 
we had next — a goat, a lion," he 


said. "The neighbors generally got a 
big kick out of it." • 


"At the time, I wasn't aware I was 


special — as a kid you kind of take 
things for granted. A lot of kids must 
have been envious though — their fa- 
thers worked with telephones while 
mine worked with animals," Hoff- 
man added. 


HIS PET SHOP background had a 


"distinct advantage" in school, ac- 
cording to the Animal Kingdom di- 
rector. 


"Each week I brought a different 


animal — I took them around the 
school so I got out of class for 
awhile," he said. 


Animals played a large part in 


Hoffman's love life, with a puppy 
and a batch of fish serving as match- 
makers. 


"I met my wife at the pet shop — 


she'd bought a little puppy and her 
landlord wouldn't let her keep it," he 
said. "She returned the puppy and 
we got her started on a little tank of 
fish. That's how I got to know her." 


"If her landlord had let her keep, 


the puppy, we never would have 
met," he added. 


SANDY HOFFMAN came from a 


"non-animal background," according 
to Hoffman, but quickly adjusted to 
his way of life. Their current home

Hoffman notes that it takes a spe-

Thompson hints: 
more corruption

U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson says in- 


vestigations into political corruption and 
misconduct have a long way to go in sub- 
urban areas and a break, possibly lead- 
ing to more indictments, could come by 
the end of the year. 


Thompson's office working with full- 


time federal grand juries has produced 
indictments against officials such as 
James Stavros, the former Wheeling 
township committeemen and six former 
Hoffman Estates village officials. 


Thompson's remarks came in response 


to questions Thursday after he addressed 
a gathering of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of realtors at the Casa Royale, in 
DesPlaines. 


For too long, he said, possibilities of 


corruption in the public offices of subur- 
ban communities has been overlooked. 
Probes geared at uncovering wrongdoing 
have, until recently been "sporadic — 
there has been no investigation that has 
been systematic or system wide," he 
said. 


THOMPSON WAS unable to say how 


many officiate are under investigation 
right now but said much remains to be 
investigated in Chicago suburbs. 


In his speech to the more than 500 real- 


tors Thompson said the work of the U.S. 
Attorney's office in trying to track down 
official misconduct "is not a political 
vendetta, or picking on a political par- 
ty." He caDed the nation, "bunk." 


"The test is whether we are willing to 


go after corruption in both areas and are 
willing to enforce the law in a non-parti- 
san fashion." 


He mentioned that during his years in 


the state's attorney's office he worked on 
corruption cases under Democratic and 
Republican administrations. "I've grown 
up in the system," he said. 


HE SPOKE only briefly on Watergate- 


related matters saying he has had to re-

main silent on the issue for months part- 
ly because fellow federal prosecutors 
"are engaged in cases having to do with 
and relating to Watergate." 


He did say however, "Some people who 


rose to power are people who should nev- 
er have been in government at all. They 
didn't know how to use power on behalf 
of the people." 


On the matter of the Watergate tapes, 


he said, "It's a sad and tragic thing for 
me to see the president of the United 
States as such a prisoner of unreality sit- 
ting in the White House, denying the acts 
of those he considers political enemies." 


"He should have been served by wise 


and able men but was served by the very 
worst sort," Thompson said. 


From his reading of published accounts 


of the taped presidential conversations, 
Thompson was critical of former presi- 
dential counsel John Dean for wanting to 
use federal agencies such as the FBI to 
fight "Nixon's political enemies." 


"Public office belongs to people, and a 


public official is not entitled to use power 
for the benefit of himself, family or 
friends. All the power he possesses, is 
nothing more than a collection of the 
power the people have given him."

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Despite suburban runoff, great potential for recreation 
7%e gallant fight to 
the Des Plainer

Since the turn of the century, the Des 


Plainest River has 'been wnlaperlng its 
death song. 


Perhaps because the river Is a sluggish 


stream that flows through thick woods 
and forest preserves, not many people 
heard the song of the dying Des Plaines. 


The river choked slowly from civ- 


ilization, which used it for a sewer until 
It was no longer good for much else. The 
swimmers and choice game fish dis- 
appeared as mud, silt, algae and sewage 
lined the river bottom and banks. 


Today, the Des Plaines is recovering. 


Despite the continued rapid development 
of its 660-square-mile drainage basin, the 
year-by-year buildup of pollution is being 
stopped. The decades of abuse are draw- 
ing to a close. 


Experts who study Its fish life, aquatic 


plants and water quality see Improve- 
ment and a reversal of the downward 
trend. The river may soon provide mea- 
surable proof that fighting pollution is 
worth the effort. 


THOUGH IT FLOWS only IS miles 


from the Lake Michigan shore, the Des 
Plaines Is largely unknown and unused. 
In Lake County and northern Cook Coun- 
ty, its banks are untouched and natural, 
a home for animals and beautiful plant 
life. If the trend continues, its potential 
as a recreational resource is great. 


One expert, Dave McGinty, fish biolo- 


gist for the Cook County Forest Pre- 
serve, says, "I would classify the river 
as still being polluted, to the demise of 
many organisms. Below Salt Creek is 
still a mess. For example, dead fish 
were found there a year ago, under the 
ice cover. Organic decay uses up the ox- 
ygen in the water. 


"The upper river fish population Is 


pretty good. We have found channel cat- 
fish reproduction, and northerns are 
spawning somewhere — as are bass." 


McGinty said good game fish still are 


incidental, but they will Increase as the 
water quality improves. Bigger fish are 
found in the Illinois River downstream 
from its junction with the Des Plaines, 
but the river here Is very shallow, and 
will never support what deep water will. 


THE BATTLE TO save the Des 


Plaines has been waged on two fronts — 
elimination of sewage effluent and pro- 
tection from runoff caused by suburban 
developments. 


Federal and state standards for sew- 


age effluent have resulted in the closing 
of pipes that used to pump untreated or 
superficially treated sewage into the riv- 
er. The strongest police force in that ef- 
fort has been the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District of Greater Chicago. 


Several small, private treatment plants 


have been closed and several raw sew- 
age outlets have been sealed off through 
MSD efforts to put them In its own coun- 
tywide system. The accomplishments are 
documented in the MSD annual report 
each year, as sewers of manufacturers 
and small communities are removed 
from the river system and placed in the 
MSD network. 


The MSD's work is paradoxical, how- 


ever, because it continues to be the big- 
gest polluter of the river. A long-estab- 
lished sewer system that combines storm 
water and sewage is at fault. 


During heavy storms, overflow pipes 


at 660 locations in the county pour rain- 
water into rivers, including the Des 
Plaines. Because the sewers are •com- 
bined, however, raw sewage is also 
dumped in the river at a rapid rate. 


THE UNIQUE CHICAGO Underflow 


Plan, involving tunnels In bedrock hun- 
dreds of feet below ground, could solve 
the problem, but that is many years 
away, if it survives federal red tape. 


MSD spokesmen say, however, that 


they believe the river quality is improv- 
ing because the sources of continual pol- 
lution have been stopped. Their stormwa- 
tor pollution is periodic and the damage 
Is limited, they say. 


The greatest deterrent to a better Des 


Plaines River now is suburban devel- 
opment. Vast complexes are being built 
in Lake County, and vacant tracts in 
Cook County are filling in with shopping 
centers, apartments, offices and con- 
dominium projects.

building practices, but not enough is 
done, according to MSD figures, to 


Sewers precede development in present 


handle the problem of runoff water. The 
flood hazard is obvious from paved and 
roofed surfaces that rush more water 
into the creeks and the river. 


NOT SO OBVIOUS is what is contained 


in the runoff. Road chemicals, salt and 
oil are washed into the Des Plaines in 
increasing amounts, but so are other 
chemicals, such as fertilizers. Animal 
waste also is washed into the river, fur-

ther aggravating the pollution problem. 


A river is more than the channel and 


banks that identify it. It is a life system 
of an entire watershed, drawing water 
from miles away. Anything affecting that 
watershed has an effect on the river. 


A water quality report written for the 


state pollution control board snowed in 
1970 that .the Des Plaines watershed had 
a population In 1950 of 900,000 people. 
That exploded to 800,000 by 1970, an in- 
crease of 266 per cent. The report stated 
that faster runoffs carry sand, trash and 
domestic animal waste into the riv- 
ers, and the overload of sewers.adverse- 
ly affects the quality of the water. 


Because the river once ran dry in sum- 


mer months but by then flowed year- 
round, the study concluded that effluent 
is responsible for most of the continued 
water flow.

Yes—cans can explode 


The explosions weren't anything like a 


gala July 4th display, but were sobering. 


Two Herald photographers, a reporter 


and members of the Arlington Heights 
Fire Department spent an afternoon last 
week putting ordinary aerosol cans full 
of such diverse things as shaving cream 
and butane lighter fluid on a fire in an 
effort to get a picture of what happens 
when the cans overheat. 


Students at Hersey High School in Ar- 


lington Heights have been working on a 
project for the past several months to 
persuade Congress to pass legislation re- 
quiring safety release valves on aerosol 
cans. The release valves are designed, 
generally, to harmlessly release a can's 
contents before it reaches the point of 
exploding. 


OF THE CANS placed on an open fire 


last week, 11 exploded with varying de- 
grees of force, while two burned when 
the solder holding the can seams melted 
before the critical temperature was 
reached. 


One can of Style Hair Spray took just 


48 seconds to explode with a force which 
sent the can flying to the far edge of the 
field where the tests were being made. 


A can of Walgreen's Shave Cream flew 


over a fence and into the street when it 
exploded. 


The first two cans in the experiment, 


cans of Walcraft Spray Enamel, took the 
longest to explode, apparently since they 
were placed n the fire in such a way to 
gather heat slowly. The first can ex- 
ploded with a flash of flame after six 


minutes on the fire, just as observers 
wre walking toward it to investigate. The 
second, a can of red paint, sat harmless- 
ly on the fire for more than 20 minutes, 
only to suddenly explode, splattering a 
fireman with red paint as he was pre- 
paring to put the fire out and retrieve the 
can. 


Other cans used, and the results were: 
• Stylac Hair Lacquer — exploded in 3 


minutes, 21 seconds, throwing charcoal 
from the fire far enough to hit a photo- 
grapher on a tower 12 feet high and 86 
feet away. 


• Lito Butane Lighter Fuel — exploded 


in 2 minutes 15 seconds, with a flash of 
nearly white-hot flame. 


• Liquid Gold furniture polish — no

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Proposed vocational ed buildings to run 60% higher 
Construction costs may crumble Harper plans 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The vocational education buildings at 


Harper College, designed in 1970, will 
cost about 60 per cent more than origi- 
nally planned because of the increase in 
construction coats. 


Because of this, the Harper College 


Board of Trustees will face a problem of 
either cutting back drastically on the 
building plans or coming up with extra 
money, unless the state Increases the 
guidelines on how much a building 
should cost. 


The board was presented with the op- 


tions at its meeting Thursday. Harper of- 
ficials will work between now and June 
to try to get the state to increase its 
guidelines to provide for the increased 
costs. 


THE VOCATIONAL education build- 


ings were designed in 1970, but were not 
approved for construction by the Illinois 
Community College board or Board of 
Higher Education in 1971, 1972 or 1973 
The state boards approved $3,975,000 for 
the project for the coming year, of which 
the state will pay $2,981,000. In building 
community college buildings, the state 
pays 75 per cent of the cost with the local 
college paying 25 per cent from local tax 
funds. 


Under guidelines set by the state 


boards, total costs of community college

buildings are not to exceed $30 per 
square foot. The limit was set in 1967 and 
has remained unchanged since then. 


Harper Pres. Robert Lahti said that in 


conversations with state officials, he has 
seen that they are "concerned" about the 
problems the $30 per square foot guide- 
line will cause colleges. However, he 
cautioned the board that they will have 
to consider alternatives if the state does 
not increase'the guideline. 


A report from Caudill, Rowlett and 


Scott, the college architects, says that 
the original building design would have 
met the $30 per square foot guideline in 
1971, and in 1972 could have been modi- 
fied slightly to still fall within the guide- 
line. 


HOWEVER, THE architects said the 


estimated cost for the building is now $48 
a square foot and "every month's delay 
adds approximately $45,000" to the cost. 
The building could not now be modified 
to fall within the guidelines, the archi- 
tects said, but would have to be com- 
pletely redesigned at the cost of about 
$59,000 in additional architectural fees 
and a further delay of six to 12 months 
before starting construction. 


In 'addition, the architects say in the 


report, even with a major redesign, "It 
is still highly doubtful that we could 
build a project in the 1975 market place 
within the $30 guideline." 


If the state does not change its guide- 


lines and the board chooses not to redes- 
ign the building, Lahti said, the board 
might come up with the extra funds 
from the district's local budget. How- 
ever, he said, even using additional local 
money on the project would require state 
approval. 


LAHTI SAID that delay on the building 


causes further problems for the college's 
vocational education programs, because 
"some of our current programs are al- 
ready compromised for lack of space." 


The building, Lahti said, "is probably 


the most expensive and complex build- 
ing, except for the physical plant, that 
we will have going up here." 


College Vice Pres. William Mann said 


the state has referred the question of in- 
creasing the construction guideline to a 
committee for study and that the com- 
mittee should have a recommendation in 
June. Other community colleges in the 
state are facing similar problems,* he 
said, adding, "It's a red hot issue in the 
state."

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Harper College wrapup 
Student board member wins new rights 


The student member of the Harper College Board of 


Trustees won the right to make and second motions by a 6-1 
vote of the board Thursday. 


Gerald McGlothlin quickly put his new right to work Mow- 


ing the vote and officially seconded a motion to Approve a 
bond covering William Mann, Harper vice president of busi- 
ness affairs. 


The board took the action after hearing a report from attor- 


ney Frank Hlnes that Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott has 
ruled that college boards must allow their student members 
all the rights of a regular board member except the right to 
vote. Previously, the Harper board had agreed to allow 
McGlothlin into closed sessions of the board but had denied 
him the right to make and second motions. 


McGlothlin was seated on the board in January under the 


terms of a law passed last year by the Illinois General As-, 
sembly providing for a non-voting student member on all 
college boards in the state. 


Board member Jessalyn Nicklas voted against allowing 


McGlothlin full board rights, explaining that the law passed 
by the General Assembly is "ambiguous," and "I'm sure the 
legislature had no idea what it was doing when it passed this 
law." 


Mrs. Nicklas added that even though she was voting against 


the proposal, "I'm delighted to have Jerry and his input on 
the board." 
)- 


Faculty gripes heard 


The board of trustees meeting Thursday was nearly "facul- 


ty night" as the board heard proposals and protests from 
college faculty members on three different issues. 


On the separate Issues, the board heard: 
• A a request from Harper College Faculty Senate Pros. 


Robert Powell that the faculty be given a non-voting seat on 
the board. 


• A request from the college's faculty grievance committee 


that the board consider making changes in the grievance 
procedure to provide for an ombudsman to 'help work out 
grievances in the initial stages and for some kind of outside 
arbitration at the end of a grievance if it is unresolved. 


• A protest from members of the faculty evaluation com- 


mittee of a board action last month calling for a new eval- 
uation policy to be created by September. 


The board asked attorney Hines for a formal opinion on the 


legality of giving the faculty a seat on the board after Hines 
said he thought providing a formal seat on the board for a 
faculty member might be illegal; but the board could legally 
expand the faculty's procedural role in board meetings. 


In asking the board for a faculty seat, Powell explained 


that be has not been able to address the board until after 
actions are taken, and added, "It is no exaggeration, I think, 
to say that the most meaningful communication between fac- 
ulty and board, other than during salary negotiations, has 
been through the good offices of the local newspaper." 


Last year, the board provided the faculty senate president a 


seat at the same table where the college vice presidents sit 
facing the board. However, Powell said he has not had access 
to the packet of recommendations for board action prior to 
meetings and that in order to make his views known during 
the past year, "I interrupt," rather than being regularly con-, 
suited. 


The board also asked the college administration and griev- 


ance committee to study the problem of the grievance proce- 
dure, which now has a backlog of four grievances waiting to 
be heard, and make recommendations for changes at the 
June meeting. 


Janet Savin, chairman of the grievance committee, said the 


committee is convinced the procedure needs streamlining. 
The grievance committee has been tied up with hearing a 
single grievance since November. 
• 


On the faculty evaluation procedure, the board confirmed 


that it had in April ordered a new faculty evaluation proce- 
dure to be set up by September, replacing the system used 
this year. Members of the faculty evaluation committee con- 
tinued a protest begun at the April meeting that the Septem- 
ber deadline would mean that faculty members involved in 
revising the system would have to work over the summer 
without being able to communicate with fellow faculty mem- 
bers and that the system would then be used next year with- 
out tests to determine its validity.

Do you know the 
difference between 
divorce, annulment?

Many people do not understand the difference between a 


divorce action and an annulment. 


A divorce 'proceeding is an action to sever a valid marriage 


for legal reasons (known as grounds for divorce) that occur 
after the marriage is entered into. 


An annulment proceeding is an action to obtain a judicial 


ruling that.no valid marriage ever took place due to some 
defect existing at tine time the marriage ceremony occurred; 
that the marriage, in fact, is not valid and does not legally 
exist. 


Grounds for divorce include mental cruelty, natural impo- 


tence, bigamy, adultery, willful desertion for the period of 
one year, habitual drunkenness for a period of more than two 
years, gross and confirmed habits caused by drug addiction, 
extreme and repeated physical cruelty, conviction of a felony 
or other infamous crime, infecting the other with veneral 
disease and attempted murder. 


The types of marriages that can be annulled include those 


which are bigamous, or incestuous; those entered into by 
telephone, letter or proxy (sham marriages); such ones 
created <by fraud, coercion of duress; those celebrated by 
persons who lack mental or legal capacity or which are en- 
tered into while under the influence of an intoxicant or a 
narcotic. 
. 


If one has to choose between annulment and divorce, when 


either is possible, which do you choose? 


Divorce permits alimony to be awarded, property rights to 


be distributed and child custody and visitation rights. Annul- 
ment permits possible reinstatement of alimony payments 
from a prior marriage which .were terminated upon remar- 
riage, and revival of social security benefits if a void mar- 
riage is annulled.

The person seeking an annulment should be aware of the 


fact that no alimony, attorney's fees, court costs, dower or 
homestead rights can be awarded or reserved.

Hospital planning needed 


The decision of Illinois Gener- 


al Assembly leaders to postpone 
action on hospital certificate of 
n e e d l e g i s l a t i o n is a dis- 
appointment. 


For four years, legislators have 


battled the proposed law — which 
could regulate hospital construc- 
tion in Illinois — from Capitol wall 
to wall For four years, the Gener-. 
al Assembly has debated the bill 
while 21 other states pushed sim- 
ilar protection against unnecessary 
hospital construction into law. 


Now the crisis is immediate, as 


Illinois is defenseless against an 
onslaught of proposals by Chicago 
hospitals to build in the suburbs. 


Seven new hospitals are 
pro- 


posed in DuPage, northwest Cook 
and Lake counties. Plans for con- 
struction include addition of 1,512 
new beds, more than doubling pre- 
sent hospital capabilities. 


Some new construction may be 


necessary. Planning experts dis- 
agree about the total amount of 
construction needed by 1980 to 
meet projected population de- 


mands, but no expert predicts a 
need for seven new hospitals. 


The warnings from planners are 


clear. Unnecessary construction 
could increase vacant beds and

hospital costs. Competition for 
s t a f f would increase hospital 
wages and patient costs.

He gained national exposure a week 


ago on CBS's "Face the Nation." If 
Bailsback votes for impeachment, a 
number of GOP moderates could swing 
with him to the impeachment position — 
and that's bad news for President Nixon. 


Raiteback's home district is the second 


most industrialized 'area in Illinois, thus 
placing more union pressure on 'him to 
take a moderate political position. 


• John Conyers, a black Democrat 


from Detroit, is NOT a swing vote. He'll 
vote for impeachment, and he's already 
urged the committee to speed up Its pro- 
ceedings against Nixon. 


Conyers has also criticized John Doar, 


chief counsel and generally regarded as 
a liberal (even though he's called a Re- 
publican). It's one of the first visible- 
clashes among liberals, and the criticism 
comes in part from Boar's steady but 
slow preparation of Che evidence for the 
full committee. 


• On other House committees, mem- 


bers could be kept in line because the 
chairman could always cut off a pork 


barrel project for a dissident member's 
district. Money has usually talked in 
Washington. 


But there are no purse strings here. A

A measure of Willy Brandt's stature is 


the universal regret outside Germany 
over his decision to resign as West Ger- 
man chancellor. 


Even though his resignation may be 


just a way-point in his political career 
and not its end, it nonetheless cast a 
huge question mark not only over the fu- 
ture of Germany but the whole European 
community as well, capable also of in- 
fluencing future policy of the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 


It also requires a long look at the man 


who is to become his successor — Hel- 
mut Schmidt, who has served both as fi- 
nance minister and defense minister. 
• 


In Washington, where there was undis- 


guised regret at Brandt's departure from 
office, reaction was cautious beyond a 
notion that Schmidt is a "good man", in 
his own right. 


As regards Schmidt's future relations 


with the United States, it is noteworthy 
that two of his personal heroes are 
Thomas Jefferson, because of his broad 
intellectual horizon, and President John 
F. Kennedy, "because he restored to 
men all over the world the courage to 
have ideals." 


In Bonn It is predicted that West Ger- 


many now will tilt more toward Washing- 
ton than Paris in American - French 
rows. Brandt had attempted to go down

the middle between the two. Schmidt be- 
lieves the Americans deserve more con- 
sideration from the Europeans and says 
so out loud. 


An example was his outspoken support 


of the United States against France dur- 
ing the Washington oil crisis conference 
a few weeks ago. 


The Americans are warned, however, 


that Schmidt will be no one's yesraan. 


He proved to be an extremely tough 


negotiator in reaching agreement with 
the United States on the $228-billion to 
be spent by West Germany to help offset 
the cost of stationing U. S. troops in West 
Germany. 


But until he feels his own position se- 


cure both at home and among West Ger- 
'many's partners in the European Com- 


mon Market, no wide-swinging action on 
his part can be expected. 


Meantime, Brandt's 
departure re- 


moved the one European leader both the 
United States and the Soviet Union be- 
lieved capable of a leadership role for 
Western Europe. 


In Europe at the moment, stable gov- 


ernments exist in Luxembourg and Ire- 
land. 


France has reached the end of the De 


Gaulle era and its future direction is un- 
certain. 


Denmark, the Netherlands and Bel- 


gium have weak coalitions. 


In Britain, the currently ruling Labor 


party is a minority, its future in the Eu- 
opean' common market uncertain and 
more concerned with its own problems 
than with those of Europe as a whole. 


Italy's government also is a patchwork 


of factions apt to fall apart at any mo- 
ment. 


Uneasiness and unrest are Western Eu- 


rope's most common denominator. It is a 
situation in which normally the Soviet 
Union would refoice. Ironically, with the 
loss of Brandt, the death of French Pres- 
ident Georges Pompidou, and with Presi- 
dent Nixon in trouble at home, it also 
strikes directly at detente with the West 
which Soviet party leader Leonid I 
-Brezhnev has made the cornerstone of 
the Kremlin's foreign policy, and con- 
ceivably could threaten Brezhnev's own 
position. (UPI)

And here's 
a guy with 
a better idea

WASHINGTON - Congress is often ac- 


cused of lassitude in deliberating the 
great issues of the day but Willard Ed- 
wards says its sluggishness in consid- 
eration of his own personal great issues, 
has been ridiculous. Edwards has pro- 
posed a revision of the world's calendar. 
Congress has considered it now for 31 
years. 


Edwards, of Hawaii, first proposed hia 


"perpetual calendar" to Congress in 
1943. Rep. Patsy Mink, D-Hawaii, is the 
current sponsor and sources say it re- 
mains off the list of priority legislation. 


EDWARD'S IDEA WOULD scrap the 


present calendar system which he de- 
scribes as imperfect and illogical. He 
proposes a chart divided into four quar- 
ters of 91 days apiece, each quarter be- 
ginning on Monday and ending Sunday 
and each having two months of 30 days 
and one of 31. 


His calendar fixes holidays — Christ- 


mas would always be on Monday, Dec. 
25, Easter always on Sunday, April 14. 
His New Year's Day would be January 
zero — a kind of non-existent day, a 
world holiday, not part of the month. 


Why a new calendar? The way it is 


now, Edwards says, "Every year is dif- 
ferent and confusing. Each new year, 
schools, airlines and others have to make 
new schedules to meet the new calendar. 
My plan is more practical. It would be 
the same year after year." 


Despite congressional lethargy con- 


cerning the calendar, Edwards, age 70, 
has managed to milk some related re- 
sponse from the nation's lawmakers. He 
was a prime mover behind the present 
three-day weekend system of national 
holidays. He also reports some progress 
in the institutionalizing of a new holiday 
-"President's Day." 


BUT THE PERPETUAL calendar is 


his chief concern. He has used the mails, 
And a tireless compulsion, to bring the 
calendar idea to the attention of people 
in more than 100 countries, most of them 
apparently even less disposed than Con* 
gress to worry about it. 


He says he will not give up. The obses- 


sion gives him something to do in retire- 
ment. Besides, as he travels around, he 
is about to advance another theory of 
his: that besides the new calendar, the 
U. S. could also use a new coin, which he 
calls the ZMt-cent piece — uh, but that's 
another story.

Gas prices up another 1 to 2 cents a gallon; quantity about same 


Although the availability of gaaoHne remains stable, aver- 


age price increases of 1 to 2 cents per gallon were noted 
throughout the Chtoagoland area during the past week, ac- 
cording to a Chicago Motor Club weekly report.

less. Regular increased from 54.3 to 54.9 while premium was 
up from 58.9 to 59.6 cents, the survey showed.

IN CHICAGO AND SUBURBS, regular was selling from 


50.9 to 64.3, premium from 53.5 to 69.8 cents per gallon. 


In downstate Illinois, regular prices ranged from 50.9 to 65.9 


cents per gallon, while premium grades sold for 53.9 to 72.9. 


The northern Indiana price range was from 48.7 to 62 cents 
for regular and 53.4 to 66 cents for premium. 


Throughout the Illinois and Indiana area, more than 90 per 


cent of stations checked said their fuel outlook supply for the 
next week is the same or better. 


In Chicago and suburbs, 25 per cent of stations checked

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New ICC rules may help 


Families on move still have their woes

"During our transfer from Florida to 


Louisville," Diane Tardiff of Schaum- 
burg recently wrote The Herald, "the 
men trying to unpack me were drunk. 
The driver had picked them up on the 
waterfront as cheap laborers." 


Mrs. Tardiff, a veteran of several 


moves, has had good movers and bad 
movers. The trouble is, it's difficult for 
consumers to determine which kind a 
particular mover is until after the move. 


New regulations have recently been 


adopted by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission (ICC) to improve the situ- 
ation, but the rules still skirt some of the 
basic problems. 


First among these Is cost. Since rates 


are uniform (these are set according to 
ICC regulations), based on weight of a 
load and distance traveled, there is no 
price competition. But widely varying 
cort estimates — and final bills way 
above original estimates — are common. 


S. TARDIFF, AS well as another 


Schaumburg resident, reported estimates 
f 300 below actual cost. 


While the inaccurate estimate may in 


some cases be due to an honest mis- 
judgment by the estimator, or to in- 
complete disclosure by the consumer of 
the goods he wants moved, the under- 
estimate can also be deliberate. 


Low quotations, called "low-balling," 


may be given by a salesman to capture 
the job for his company. The practice is 
not discouraged by company policies 
which pay salesmen commissions based 
on the number of moves they book. 


New ICC regulations announced April 


25 and scheduled to become effective 
Feb. 14, 197S, will take some steps to im- 
prove weight estimate problems. Accord- 
ing to John M. Harar of the agency's 
Motor Carriers division, the Summary of 


Information booklet that moving com- 
panies are required to give customers 
has been revised. 


IT WILL NOW Include "advice on de- 


termination of accurate weights," Harar 
said. In addition, carriers, who are re- 
quired to report underestimates to the 
ICC, must now identify the estimator. 
Harar said that by pinpointing the indi- 
viduals who make the errors, the agency 
anticipates companies will take action 
against them. 


However, the Department of Trans- 


portation, in repeated appeals to the ICC 
to reform its regulations of movers, has 
suggested that the problem of low-balling 


be attacked by paying salesmen fixed 
salaries with bonuses for accuracy or by 
requiring commission reductions for un- 
derestimates. 


The second problem frequently encoun- 


tered by consumers is unexpected delays 
in pickups or deliveries of household 
goods. ICC regulations already require 
movers to notify customers if drivers 
cannot honor their original schedule. 
Movers must do this by telephone, tele- 
gram or in person, at their own expense, 
and they must give a reason for the de- 
lay as well as the new date. 


MRS. TARDIFF SAID her family 


waited in a motel In Louisville for 10 


days past the delivery date, with no noti- 
fication from the company. 


"I'd call the company in Florida and 


the minute I said my name — forget it. 
They didn't want to talk to me. They 
never gave us any information. We 
waited day after day not knowing..." 


She said the driver finally showed up 


on Memorial Day — with the two in- 
ebriated laborers, 'because the local 
agency was closed. "He was very obnox- 
ious. He said 'They should have told you 
I had another load to pick up.' " 


Mrs. Tardiff wrote a letter to the com- 


pany reporting the entire incident, but 
received no response. 


This kind of situation may be improved 


by another part, of the new ICC regu- 
lations. Each carrier will have to file an 
annual service report with the ICC, and 
copies,of it must be given to all custom- 
ers. 


IN ADDITION, the Summary Informa- 


tion booklet must now include a question- 
naire on the company's service, to be 
filled out by customers and mailed to the 
ICC. In the past, such questionnaires bad 
been issued by the ICC on a random 
basis, with responsibility for distribution 
up to the companies. 


The data resulting from the companies 


annual reports and these questionnaires 
will ,be compiled by the ICC for public 
record. 


However, critics have pointed out that 


consumers must still either ask a num- 
ber of companies for then- performance 
reports or go to an IOC field office to 
examine the records. Then, they will 
have to translate the data into per- 
centages before they can compare com- 
panies. 


After a move has been completed, con- 


sumers are almost inevitably faced with 
damage of their property. Mrs. Claude 
Crase of Hoffman Estates told The Her- 
ald that when her family moved here 
from Ohio, her child's crib was damaged 


and her sewing machine was lost. It was 
turned up by the company three months 
later, "a complete wreck," she said. 


THE COMPANY did pay the claim in 


full in two to three months, although 
Mrs. Crase had to purchase a new sew- 
ing machine at a greater cost. 


Mrs. Tardiff recalled that the box 


springs from her bed were torn during 
her move to Louisville. "The company 
never sent an agent out to inspect. They 
finally paid in full, although they didn't 
want to. We had moved in May, and the 
check didn't come till August." 


According to Harar, there are propos- 


als in Congress for legislation to give the 
ICC authority to adjudicate damage 
claims, "but nothing is moving." 


Additional problems often crop up in 


connection with moving companies' local 
agents. As of last December, the ICC has 
established a department to oversee car- 
rier agencies. Carriers are now required 
to provide copies of their contracts with 
local agents to the ICC. 


THIS, ACCORDING to Harar, will en- - 


able the ICC to "tie the relationship 
down" and to "make sure the carrier is 
holding his agents liable." The carrier is 
ultimately responsible for the perform- 
ance of his local agents, Harar said. 


Only a small fraction of the civil penal- 


ties issued in the past by the ICC against 
moving companies have been for viola- 
tions of consumer-related regulations. 
Most of the legal action concerns com- 
mercial violations, such as territorial re- 
strictions. 


Until the situation improves, con- 


sumers' best protection is to be well in- 
formed before making a move. "Infor- 
mation on Moving Your Household 
Goods," a government publication, may 
be obtained for 20 cents from Consumer 
Information, Pueblo, Colo. 81009. Another 
source is Consumer Reports Buying 
Guide.

McCaskey and Mrs. Don Koch, both of 
Palatine, serve as greeters at O'Hare 
Airport for families receiving their first 
Korean and Vietnamese children.

point, to meet its new child, the two 
women are there to help with language 
barriers, questions on food and other 
daily routines, and any problems that 
may arise.

He long 
Jumped 22-lVi to set another new MSL 
mark, and the darkhaired Saxon also 
won the triple jump with a 41-foot effort 
and the 120-yard high hurdles with a su- 
perb :14.9. 


Chris Cooney of Hersey won the 880- 


yard run, as most everybody expected, 
in a time — 1:55,6 — that has become 
fairly routine for the talented Huskie 
runner. 


But the predictions for team winner 


proved to be about as reliable as the 
weather forecast calling for thunder- 
storms. 


It didn't rain more than a couple drops 


and Forest View — It turned out — won 
the MSL team title with 48 big points. 


Several league coaches reluctantly ad- 


mitted that Forest View had surpassed 
expectations by taking the whole ball of 
wax. But Falcon head man Bill Mohr- 
mann took it in stride.

He has carried on the athletic program 


throughout operations which -began in 
borrowed facilities at Elk Grove High 
School when the college opened in 1967, 
moved to temporary quarters in a for- 
mer horse barn when the campus was 
occupied in 1969, then limited to one stor- 
age trailer when the barn was destroyed 
by fire in June, 1973.

Even if legislature approval were giv- 


en in the fiscal year 1975 for funding .for 
a physical education facility, construc- 
tion could not begin before 1977. Building 
completion could not be expected before 
1979. 


In the meantime, John Gelch is plan- 


ning schedules for activities in tbe new 
maintenance building quarters, desig- 
nated Building V, and at community fa- 
cilities which are available during the 
hours when needed.

Students who come from the ex- 
cellent facilities in local high schools ac- 
cepted the situation and stuck it out, de- 
spite uncertainties of the program. 


"At least now we will have room for 


storage of uniforms," he continued. "But 
imagine 60 football players in the locker 
room with 80 lockers but space for only 
35 men. In the barn-fieldhouse we had 
the possibility of three classes dressing 
at once; here there's room for only one 
class at a time." 


"We are without adequate indoor space 


for gymnasium type activities, very lim- 
ited in locker room space and other sup- 
port areas such as a training room. Per- 
haps an even greater problem related to 
the fact that we do not have a fieldhouse 
to identify our program," he added. 


"Lack of one of these things is a prob- 


lem," Gelch stated, "but lack of all of 
them is overwhelming. 


"We would like to see Harper College 


provide a comprehensive physical educa- 
tion and intercollegiate athletic program 
of the excellent quality as presented by 
the local high schools," Gelch said. 


Gelch stresses that the Athletic staff 


appreciates the Building U space made 
available to students of the physical edu- 
cation and athletic program, and the ef- 
forts of Harper officials in obtaining 
funding for a permanent physical educa- 
tion facility. 


He believes that when Harper's per- 


manent facilities are built, they should 
be used to the maximum by students and 
other community residents. 


At the present time the college tennis 


courts and baseball field are booked to 
capacity by students, community groups, 
and individuals.

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Changes would 
bring '24-hour' 
fire service

Consolidation of Buffalo Grove into one 


fire district and the establishment of an 
ambulance tax would allow hiring of 
enough full-time firemen so a shift could 
be on duty 24 hours a day, according to 
Fire Chief Wayne Winter. 


The current budget of the Buffalo 


Grove Fire Department Inc., which is 
employed by the Wheeling Township 
Rural Fire Protection District, is about 
$130,000 annually. If the proposed ambu- 
lance tax is approved and the entire vil- 
lage is transferred into the Wheeling dis- 
trict, as planned, Winter estimates his 
department's revenue will double to 
about $300,000 a year. 


If that happens, Winter said, the de- 


partment will be able to hire eight more 
full-time firemen. The department cur- 
rently Is run largely by volunteers, with 
only three full-timers. 


The additional firemen, according to 


Winter, would guarantee at least three 
men on duty 24 hours a day. More men 
would be hired as money is made avail- 
able, he said. 


AT PRESENT, the department has 


firemen on standby at the station about 
18 hours Monday through Friday. On 
weekends there is no one at the fire sta- 
tion. 


The full-time personnel work from 8:30 


a.m. to 5 p.m. and four volunteers man 
the station from 9 p.m. to 6 a.m., five 
nights a week. 


Winter said fire and ambulance calls 


are up 30 to 40 per cent since last year 
and the additional load has placed a bur- 
den on the volunteers. 


Last year the department answered 


about 700 calls and this year Winter ex- 
pects the number to increase to 800 to 
1,000. 


"We're going to have to do something 


pretty soon because you just can't expect 
volunteers to do that much," he said. 
"The volunteers will only go so far and 
then we better be ready to hire some 
paid men." 


ACCORDING TO WINTER, most de- 


partments start losing volunteers when 
the calls reach about 500 a year. "At that

point it begins to be too much for them 
and they begin quitting. We're already 
far beyond that point, so we better be 
ready," he said. 


Once the department has full-time fire- 


men on duty around the clock, Winter 
said most of the burden will be taken off 
the volunteers. "The paid men will be 
able to answer most of the calls and the 
volunteers will only have to respond to 
the big ones," he said. 


If the department had full-time fire- 


men on duty at all times, Winter said 
volunteers only would have had to re- 
spond to about 55 calls so far this year, a 
fraction of the 275 total calls. 


Winter said his department at present 


has enough equipment to cover the entire 
village. Under the present setup, the 
Wheeling district covers only the Cook 
County section of the village, while the 
Long Grove and Vernon Township Rural 
Fire Protection districts cover Lake 
County. 


The village board has proposed a refer- 


endum to transfer the entire village to 
the Wheeling district. Officials say put- 
ting the village under one fire depart- 
ment will be the first step toward a mu- 
nicipal fire department. 


THE VILLAGE IS near agreement 


with the Wheeling district concerning the 
consolidation and plans to hold the refer- 
endum In July or August. 


In addition, the Wheeling district has 


proposed an ambulance tax to absorb the 
expense of the paramedic program. Ac- 
cording to Winter, the district probably 
will hold a referendum on that nutter 
sometime this summer. 


"A lot of our plans are going to hinge 


on the two referendums this summer," 
he said. "It's going to be a key factor in 
our growth and the amount of service 
provided." 


SOME OFFICIALS have expressed 


concern that the proposed ambulance tax 
may discourage residents in Lake County 
from approving a transfer to the Wheel- 
ing district. Others, however, have said 
they do not think the ambulance tax 
would discourage the transfer because 
residents in the Long Grove district al- 
ready are being assessed for ambulance 
service. 


Wheeling district officials have not de- 


cided how much of an ambulance tax 
should be levied, but Winter predicts it 
will be set at about 10 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. At that tax rate, a 
resident with a home assessed at $10,000 
would pay $10 a year for ambulance ser- 
vice. 


By law the maximum amount that 


could be levied would be 25 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. At that rate, a 
resident with a home assessed at $10,000 
would pay an ambulance tax of $25 a 
year.

Four school districts making study 
Bilingual program for Lake County? 


Four Lake County school districts, in- 


cludjng local elementary Dist. 96 and 
high school Dist. 125,, are hoping to estab- 


lish a bilingual program next fall for stu- 
dents with Spanish surnames. 


Along with Districts 96 and 125, which 
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serve the Lake County section of Buffalo 
Grove, Elementary School Districts 102 
and 103 have applied for a $20,000 grant 
from the state superintendent's office to 
set up a cooperative program. 


The proposed program is being created 


in response to petitions presented to the 
Dist. 125 school board last March by resi- 
dents who said they felt there was a need 
for bilingual instruction in the southern 
Lake County area. 


WAYNE SCHNABLE, Dist. 125 cur- 


riculum coordinator, said the cooperative 
is being established because the popu- 
lation of children who either have Span- 
ish surnames or who are bilingual is 
widely dispersed throughout the four dis- 
tricts. 


Stevenson High School has bad a bi- 


lingual program for about two years, but 
Schnable 'said the cooperative will pro- 
vide better instruction for more students. 


"None of us can do individually what 


we all could do with the cooperative," be 
said. 


Schnable said a survey of the area in- 


dicates there are about 87 students, in- 
cluding some preschool youngsters and 
ranging through the twelfth grade, who 


would benefit from the proposed bi- 
lingual program. 


The $20,000 grant is to cover the cost of 


hiring one bilingual instructor, one bi- 
lingual aide, audio visual materials and 
other instructional supplies plus in-ser- 
vice training for teachers and pupil eval- 
uation. 


The instructor and aide would divide 


their time between the four school dis- 
tricts, working with both individuate and 
groups of students, Schnable said. 


IN DESCRIBING THE curriculum for 


the program, Schnable said, "Our over- 
all goal is to integrate these children into 
the dominant society without destroying 
their cultural heritage." 


In addition to providing Instruction in 


both the Spanish language and culture 
for children with Spanish surnames or 
who are bilingual, Schnable said other 
students will be able to participate in the 
program. 


The cirriculum coordinator said he did 


not know when the districts would find 
out if the grant is approved. If the pro- 
gram is funded for next year, he said, 
the cooperative would probably be able 
to continue to receive some type of state 
aid on a permanent basis.

His grandfather opened one of the 
first pet shops In Chicago and the 
tradition has been passed down 
through two generations. 


"I kind of grew up behind the shop 


— every time the store expanded, 
our living quarters got smaller," he 
said. 


PETS IN THE Hoffman household 


ranged from the traditional cat and 
dog to fruit bats, bears, baboons and 
baby buffalo. "Monkeys were always 
a big interest — we always seemed 
to have a monkey or two around the 
house," he said. 


Hoffman says his mother knew his 


father came from a pet background 
but didn't quite expect the home life 
she married into. 


"When they got married, my fa- 


ther was working at Bell and How- 
ell," he said. '"They both made the 


band Bob, director of the Animal 
Kingdom Pet Shop. The couple is 
joined by Slim Jim of Romper Room. 


decision to start the pet shop and my 
mother came through like a trouper. 
She still doesn't like snakes but she'll 
handle them if she has to." 


Hoffman's family was "regarded 


as a little different" by relatives be- 
cause his father "has always been a 
little bit show business oriented," he 
said. 


"We've always been popular with 


the cousins, nieces and nephews, 
though. They couldn't wait to come 
over and see what new animal we 
had," Hoffman said. 


BECAUSE OF the range of pets 


carried by Animal Kingdom, Hoff- 
man's father was a frequent guest on 
Chicago television in the early days 
of broadcasting.

"The Quiz Kids" and "The Win

"For Super Circus, we had to bring 


something new each week," he said.

The next time it might be 
snakes or reptiles." 


H o f f m a n enjoyed a celeb- 


rity status of his own among neigh- 
borhood children who "came over 
constantly to see what we had in the 
backyard," 


"It was sort of a Pied Piper effect 


— they'd always gather to see what 
we had next — a goat, a lion," he 


said. "The neighbors generally got a 
big kick out of it." 


"At the time, I wasn't aware I was 


special — as a kid you kind of take 
things for granted. A lot of kids must 
have been envious though — their fa- 
thers worked with telephones while 
mine worked with animals," Hoff- 
man added. 


HIS PET SHOP background had a 


"distinct advantage" in school, ac- 
cording to the Animal Kingdom di- 
rector. 


"Each week I brought a different 


animal — I took them around the 
school so I got out of class for 
awhile," he said. 


Animals played a large part in 


Hoffman's love life, with a puppy 
and a batch of fish serving as match- 
makers. 


"I met my wife at the pet shop — 


she'd bought a little puppy and her 
landlord wouldn't let her keep it," he 
said. "She returned the puppy and 
we got her started on a little tank of 
fish. That's how I got to know her." 


"If her landlord had let her keep 


the puppy, we never would have 
met," he added. 


SANDY HOFFMAN came from a 


"non-animal background," according 
to Hoffman, but quickly adjusted to 
his way of life. Their current home

Thompson hints: 
more corruption

U S. Atty James R. Thompson says in- 


vestigations into political corruption and 
misconduct have a long way to go in sub- 
urban areas and a break, possibly lead- 
ing to more indictments, could come by 
the end of the year. 


Thompson's office working with full- 


time federal grand juries has produced 
indictments against officials such as 
James Stavros, the former Wheeling 
township committeemen and six former 
Hoffman Estates village officials. 


Thompson's remarks came in response 


to questions Thursday after he addressed 
a gathering of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of realtors at the Casa Royale, in 
Des Plaines. 


For too long, he said, possibilities of 


corruption in the public offices of subur- 
ban communities has been overlooked. 
Probes geared at uncovering wrongdoing 
have, until recently been "sporadic — 
there has been no investigation that has 
been systematic or system wide," he

THOMPSON WAS unable to say how 


many officials' are under investigation 
right now but said much remains to be 
investigated in Chicago suburbs. 


In his speech to the more than 500 real- 


tors Thompson said the work of the U.S. 
Attorney's office in trying to track down 
official misconduct "is not a political 
vendetta, or picking on a political par- 
ty." He called the nation, "bunk." 


"The test is whether we are willing to 


go after corruption in both areas and are 
willing to enforce the law in a non-parti- 
san fashion." 


He mentioned that during his years in 


the state's attorney's office he worked on 
corruption cases under Democratic and 
Republican administrations. "I've grown 
up in the system," he said. 


HE SPOKE only briefly on Watergate- 


related matters saying he has had to re- 


main silent on the issue for months part- 
ly because fellow federal prosecutors 
"are engaged in cases having to do with 
and relating to Watergate." 


He did say however, "Some people who 


rose to power are people who should nev- 
er have been in government at all. They 
didn't know how to use power on behalf 
of the people." 


On the matter of the Watergate tapes, 


he said, "It's a sad and tragic thing for 
me to see the president of the United 
States as such a prisoner of unreality sit- 
ting in the White House, denying the acts 
of those he considers political enemies." 


"He should have been served by wise 


and able men but was served by the very 
worst sort," Thompson said. 


From his reading of published accounts 


of the taped presidential conversations, 
Thompson was critical of former presi- 
dential counsel John Dean for wanting to 
use federal agencies such as the FBI to 
fight "Nixon's political enemies."

New school lunch plan criticized

School Dist. 26 food director Barbara 


Oehl is not happy with the district board 


of education's decision to start a new pi- 
lot lunch program at three schools using 
frozen, prepared meals instead of dis- 
trict-prepared lunches.

In a 5-2 vote last week, the board au- 


thorized purchase of frozen lunches from 
Mass Feeding Corp. of Elk Grove Village 
to serve meals at Euclid, Indian Grove 
and Park View schools from May 20 to 
the end of the school year. Board mem- 
bers Lloyd Demel and Frank G. Smith 
voted against the proposal saying they 
saw no reason to abandon the district- 
operated program. 


Mrs. Oehl has worked on the lunch pro- 


gram staff for seven years and has 
served as food director for the last four 
years. She said she is upset with the pilot 
program because she believes it will not 
provide 'as many benefits as the present 
system. 


"We are able to supply fresh fruit and 


salads and school-baked desserts with 
our meals. The mass feeding meal is all 


frozen. 


"WE FEEL WE provide an asset to 


the district because we contribute to 
good health and a total education by 
leaching sound food habits," Mrs. Oehl 
said. "Our lunch program has been very 
well accepted and we have been self-sup- 
porting for the last three years." 


Mrs. Oehl also said she was upset be- 


cause she was not consulted before or 
after the board's action. She added that 
she has received inquiries from parents 
who are also questioning the board's de- 
cision to start the pilot program. 


The district kitchen staff of 11, in- 


cluding Mis. Oehl, serves lunches which 
are prepared at the central kitchen at 
River Trails Junior High and dispatched 
to each school. Mrs. Oehl said an aver- 
age of 36 per cent of the student body 
participates in the program.

Dist. 26 schools will not raise the student 
price for lunches. Supt. John Fridlund 
said the administration will review the 
pilot program this summer and make a 
recommendation to the board on whether 
or not to contract with the company and 
replace the current lunch program. 


In a memo to the 'board, Fridlund said 


although Dist. 26 has been a pioneer in 
developing a packaged lunch program, 
most administrators feel schools should 
not be in the food preparation business. 


Mrs. Oehl, however, disagrees with 


this viewpoint. "Mass feeding provides 
no personal approach which is a factor 
the board failed to consider. I'm con- 
cerned for the children because I feel 
this is a step down."

considered

Maine Township school officials are 


studying the possibility of forming a 
township-wide school bus cooperative to 
provide transportation to students cur- 
rently serviced by United Motor Coach 
Co. (UMC) of Des Plaines. 


Announcement of the study came at a 


Saturday morning meeting of township 
school and city officials with representa- 
tives of United Motor Coach and the 
North Suburban Transit System (NOR- 
TRAN). The meeting was held to discuss 
UMC's plans to sell out to NORTRAN 
and the possible effects on school bus 
transportation. 


John Hanck, president of United Motor 


Coach, said there should be no change in 
service "as long as you're all part of the 
(NORTRAN) district." Des Plaines and 
Park Ridge are currently not members 
of the transit district. 


"IF THE NORTH Suburban Transit 


district takes over, they will operate any- 
thing we operate now," Hanck said. "But 
I think the only way to be sure the routes 
will continue is to be part of the dis- 
trict." 


Joseph DiJohn, NORTRAN president, 


said the district would continue to oper- 
ate certified bus routes, although it is 
prohibited by law from providing charter 
service or contracting directly with 
school districts. School bus routes in 
Dist. 207 and Dist. 62 are classified as 
certified transit routes. 


DiJohn noted, however, that transit 


systems are not governed by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission and may drop 
certified routes at any time. 


"IN OPERATING a particular route, if 


fares don't cover the full cost, the dis- 
trict couldn't continue the route on their 
own," he said. "We would have to have 
some type of financial relief from the 
community to make up the deficits." 


DiJohn added that the North Suburban 


member communities in NORTRAN 
probably wouldn't want to subsidize bus 
routes in Maine Township. 


Dist. 207 board member Roy O. Makela 


said he was concerned about who would 
control operation of school bus routes in 
Maine Township. 


"The mass transit district runs Dist. 


207 routes at the pleasure of their mem- 
ber communities, not the school dis- 
trict," he said. "If the community de- 
cides they want to change the routes, 
that leaves us high and dry." 


MAKELA NOTED that many school 


districts operate their own bus trans- 
portation and Maine Township school dis- 
tricts could do the same. "It looks ap- 
pealing in that if we enter bus service, 
we're not part of something we have no 
control over," he said. 


The Dist. 207 board member also said 


that school districts are (reimbursed for 
transporting students who live more than 
a mile and a half from school. 


"Whether it's RTA, mass transit or the 


school district, the public pays one way 
or another," Makela said. "I have other 
-concerns — the matter of who has con- 
trol. That's one of the biggest complaints 
of parents—United Motor Coach is not 
responsive to student needs." 


OTHER SCHOOL officials seemed re- 


luctant to enter the busing field, with 
Dist. 62 board member Rathryn Sciez 
saying that school districts had enough to 
"concentrate on with educating chil- 
dren." 


"I think United Motor Coach intends to 


keep then: commitment to us," she said. 
"At least I hope so." 


Dist. 62 'board member Robert Bir- 


chfield said he had reservations about 
the future of school bus routes under 
NORTRAN.

for an issue, just nit-picking," Marco 
added.

The $1,442,647 budget, reflecting an in- 
crease of 8.1 per cent over the present 
budget of $1,334,991, has been described 
by Jackson as '^pretty tight." He also 
predicted taxes would remain at their 
present level of $40.40 per $10,000 equal- 
ized assessed valuation. 


The budget includes the following an- 


ticipated expenses for 1974-75: Adminis- 
t r a t i o n , $58,350; park maintenance, 
$192,750; Kopp pool, $74,350; Lions Park 
pool, $27,850; Meadows Park pool, 
$26,950; golf facilities, $117,800; pro shop 
and concessions, $68,800; capital, $66,200; 
recreation, $269,900; bond and interest, 
$473,197; Illinois Municipal Retirement 
Fund, $45,000; liability insurance fund, 
$20,000; and audit, $1,500. 


Park director Thomas C. Cooper's 


salary will be $23,500. Cooper has been 
director since 1957.

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Citizens' group 
seeking unit 
school district 


A new citizens committee is circulating 


petitions to form a unit school district to 
coincide with the village boundaries of 
Schaumburg, Hanover Park and Elk 
Grove Village. 


Announcement of the group's petition 


drive met with strong opposition Friday 
night from persons attending a meeting 
of the Unit District Committee, where a 
feasibility study of the unit district con- 
cept for local schools was unveiled. 


The Schaumburg-Hanover Park - Elk 


Grove Village school system was one of 
three unit districts proposed by con- 
sultants who prepared the study. Unit 
districts combine elementary and high 
schools into one school system. 


Under the proposed plan, two other 


unit districts would be formed, one coin- 
ciding with the boundaries of Palatine 
and Inverness and the other with the 
boundaries of Hoffman Estates and Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


RALPH A. BELNAP who headed the 


study, said the three unit districts would 
"Improve community identity." He ac- 
knowledged, however, that few educa- 
tional or financial benefits would result 
from the proposed reorganization be- 
cause the areas involved already have a 
sound financial base and good education 
programs. 


Other alternatives for establishing dis- 


trict boundaries were included in the 
study. A second three-district setup was 
offered as well as methods for estab- 
lishing one, two and four or more unit 
districts. 


The study Involves the Schaumburg 


Township and Palatine Township area 
which is now served by two elementary 
districts, Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 
and Palatine Township Dist. IS, and by 
High School Dist. 211. 


The new ID-member citizens committee 


was formed within the past week to seek 
formation of the Schaumburg-Hanover 
Park - Elk Grove Village unit district. 
Eight of its members were on the Unit 
District Committee and all 10 are 
Schaumburg residents. William Jackson, 
who headed the Unit District Committee, 
is a member of the new group. 


Both the recommendations of the feasi- 


bility study and the news of the petition 
drive were opposed by persons attending 
the Friday meeting. Of those in the au- 
dience, only David Wilson, representa- 
tive of the Schaumburg Education Assn., 
spoke in favor of the proposal. 


"By the action of the committee of 10 


you're going to create a very real divi- 
sion between the two communities 
(Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates)," 
said Robert Lyons of 250 Hermitage 


Lane, Hoffman Estates. "It will cause 
tremendous animosities whatever the re- 
sults." 


Esther Karras, Dist. 54 board member, 


also questioned the reasons for starting a 
petition committee. "This whole thing 
smells," she said. "It's smelted of politi- 
cal overtones since the very beginning." 


James Blankenship of Schaumburg Is 


chairman of the petition committee. In- 
cluded on the committee are seven for- 
mer members of the Unit District Com- 
mittee and two additional Schaumburg 
residents. 


Signatures from 200 citizens of the 


community are required to petition for 
redistricting the area. These petitions 
are sent to the Cook County superintend- 
ent who must hold public hearings before 
deciding if a referendum should be held 
on the issue. 


Citizens within the area proposed for 


redistricting must pass the referendum 
for reorganization. At any time prior to 
the vote, the petition group may recall 
the petition and halt the process towards 
reorganization. 


According to Robert Seger, Dist. 211 


board member, the decision to form a 
petition committee was "a bit precipi- 
tous action," 


Vern Laubenstein, Schaumburg Town- 


ship supervisor, said the committee 
"jumped a couple of steps here" in the 
study's guidelines that recommend in- 
formimg the public about the study be- 
fore taking such action. He asked that 
the committee "rethink its choice and in- 
volve the total community." 


Other citizens attending the meeting 


said Belnap's reason for forming unit 
districts was not valid. One man ques- 
tioned how a community identity can 
help a student or Ms education. 


Several voiced concern that too often 


unit districts overemphasize high schools 
and hurt the elementary schools.

After a storm, the calm: 'Play ball!'

First of a series 


• A helicopter swoops down and at- 


tempts to blow dry an Elk Grove Village 
football field, hours before a bunch of pre- 
teens are scheduled to play a game of 
football. 


• A group of 20 or so men are up early 


on their day off from work, trying to get 
a little boys' baseball field in shape in 
the village after a heavy overnight rain. 
Meanwhile, most of those who win par- 
ticipate In the "All-Star" game later that 
afternoon are rolling over In bed to grab 
another 40 winks. 


• A 9-year-old tries to heed the advice 


of a voice on the sidelines yelling "don't 
be nervous" as he crouches down, ready 
to field a ground ball during baseball 
tryouts. Nearby, in painful view of the 
youngster, some 15 "managers" armed 
with clipboards hang on the boy's every 
move. 


This week, organized youth athletics in 


the form of Boys Baseball gets under 
way in Elk Grove Village for yet another 
summer, following a somewhat stormy 
winter of arguments among parents on 
the set up of the league. 


MORE THAN 200 parents turned up en 


masse at a Boys Baseball meeting one, 
cold winter evening to protest proposed 
restructuring of the Major League, 
charging the proposal would make the 
league "too competitive" and would pro- 
vide a few teams of "superstars" for se- 
lect managers to handle. 
, 


Earlier, members of the Boys Baseball 


board had been involved in sometime 
heated discussions with the Elk Grove 
Village Park Board, almost demanding 
that a lighted Softball field being built 
this year be made large enough to ac- 
commodate Pony League baseball. 


The winter's activities were indicative 


of the controversy that often surrounds 
organized athletics for the young in the 
United States, a controversy usually con- 
nected with parents, not the boys in the 
p r o g r a m . The winter's "incidents" 
prompted many village parents to take a 
closer look at organized athletics, In- 
cluding baseball. 


The parents questioned whether the 


game was becoming "too competitive," 
only concentrating on winning and noth- 
ing else. There are many more pitfalls to 
Little League besides the competition, 
however, most of which can be avoided 
— if the parent is aware of them. 


MORE THAN 1,000 boys play organ- 


ized baseball in the village every year, 
under several hundred coaches and man- 
agers. In the bleachers or relaxing on 
lawn chairs mom, dad and other fans 
faithfully turn out to watch the games. 


A special instructional league for 


8-year-olds, "Major League" for 9 to 12 
year olds and Pony League for 13 to 15 
year olds make up the program. Most of 
the attention is devoted to the "Major 
League" however, which lays claim to 
more than 60 per cent of all the boys who 
enter the program. 


The league operates basically under 


the rules of the official Little League, 
founded by Carl Stotz in 1939 in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Little League has come a long way 


since it was founded by Cart Stotz. Sand- 
lots and converted fields have made way 
for professionally manicured diamonds, 
complete with backstops, benches and 
bleachers. Parent run concession stands 
to make money for the league offer hot 
dogs and other baseball fare. 
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U n i f o r m s , tournaments, All-Star 


games, trophies, and playoffs are added 
incentives for the boys to 'bring home a 
winner. 


STOTZ, WHO IN 195S refused to have 


anything to do with Little League as 
practiced today, created the game with 
one primary aim in mind — simplicity, a 
concept that no longer applies to organ- 
ized baseball for youth. 


The Little League program in Elk 


Grove Village is not chartered by the na- 
tional organization, but basically follows 
Little League rules — with a few 
changes. 


Unlike official Little League, where the 


coach decides which boy will play, all 
are guaranteed one time a bat and play 
at least one inning per "game. 


Boys who play in the lower divisions of 


Elk Grove Village's Major League, the A 
and B leagues comprised mostly of 
younger players, are usually played at 
least half of every game. 


MANAGERS ARE selected by the 


league president, if there are more appli- 
cants than openings, which isn't always 
the case. League presidents usually end 
up recruiting coaches as well as players 
every year. Managers then select their 
own coaches from the parents of boys 


who play on their team. 


The key issue during the winter was 


competition, which is one of the biggest 
complaints critics of Little League hays 
voiced for many years. Some parents 
wanted the best players to play together, 
with the worst together also so everyone 
would be at his own ability level. 


Opponents of the idea argued that if 


not mixed with superior talent, poor 
players would remain poor players. 


In the process of the argument, peti- 


tions were passed, and threats were 
made as the parents competed for sup- 
port. 


COMPETITION IS definitely part of 


baseball as presently practiced in Elk 
Grove Village. The program is only as 
competitive as the people who run it — 
who are parents. 


Parents are in a position to make the 


competition a positive experience, how- 
ever, by emphasizing the positive values 
which will stick with the child for life, 
such as fair play, sportsmanship and 
how to handle a give and take situation. 


There are also other frequent pitfalls 


that befall Little Leaguers — pitfalls that 
can be avoided, if parents runing the 
program are aware of them.

High schools a step 
closer to referendum

High School Dist. 211 board members 


have taken the next step toward a $15 
million bond referendum this fall by ask- 
ing architects to prepare. drawings for 
additions and improvements to the dis- 
trict's five high schools. 


Thursday night the Dist. 211 board au- 


thorized architects to spend up to $30,000 
for schematic drawings of several build- 
ing projects designed to upgrade the dis- 
trict's schools. Board Pres. Robert Creek 
said the total cost of all the projects 
would probably be between $15 and $16 
million and would require a bond refer- 
endum this fall. 


"I think we would be less than candid 


with our constituency if we didn't go to 
the voters with the best set of figures we 
can have," said board member Edward 
Perry. "It's worth $30,000 to get the most 
readable shopping list we can." 


THE BOARD HAS not decided whether 


to include all the projects in the referen- 
dum. Creek said some of the projects, 
like swimming pools, may be voted on 
separately. 


Of the $15 million, between $3 and $4 


million would be used to upgrade 
Schaumburg High School, which was 
opened in 1970 and planned for 2,500 stu- 
dents. Schaumburg was designed and 
built by the state because Dist. 211 did 
not have enough bonding power at the 
time to finance the construction. 


Changes in the design of the building 


were made while it was under construc- 
tion lowering the capacity of the school. 
Board members now want to enlarge the 
cafeteria, storage and receiving areas 
and vocational facilities at Schaumburg. 


Another $3 million would be used to 


renovate the district's oldest school, Pal- 
atine High School. The oldest part of the 
school,'built in 1929; is in need of major 


repairs and remodeling. Creek said 
Thursday the district might close the 
school for a year to do the work. 


DIST. 211 BOARD members also want 


to build auditoriums at Fremd and Co- 
nant high schools and swimming pools at 
each of the five high schools. Audito- 
riums cost $500,000 each and pools cost 
$700,000 each, said Creek. The district 
would also like to build a warehouse for 
the district administration center. 


About $3 million would be used for the 


district's sixth high school which is 
scheduled to open in 1976. The building 
was originally budgeted at $9.5 million 
but due to inflation architects now esti- 
mate the cost at about $12 minion. The 
bond referendum would allow the district 
to make up the difference. 


"We've been keeping a good eye out on 


the bidding situation and it's not good," 
said district architect Ken Unteed from 
Unteed and Associates in Palatine. For 
instance, he said, reinforced steel was 
scarce five months ago but now it is 
available at four tunes the original price. 


THE DISTRICT delayed ground break- 


ing on the sixth school scheduled for this 
spring hoping to make up for inflation 
through funds from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board. The board was 
created by the state legislature last year 
to allocate funds for new school buildings 
in Illinois. Dist. 211 learned last month 
that it will not qualify for the money. 
Ground breaking is now scheduled for 
fall. 


Creek said Thursday the "game plan" 


is to let bids on the sixth school in Sep- 
tember and then go to the voters for a 
referendum. The referendum would ask 
for funds for the sixth school and "at the 
same time consider other projects wWch 
would bring all the existing buildings up 
to tiie quality we think we should have," 
he said.

Howard's case was heard by Cook 


County Circuit Court Judge Daniel Ryan. 


Elk Grove Village police said Howard 


offered bribes to Maculitis in an effort to 
change the patrolman's testimony in a 
drunken driving case involving one of 
Howard's clients. 


Since the trailer in Elk Grove Village 


was used for interstate delivery the FBI 
is handling the case, said Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Police. 


The semi-trailer stolen from the Elk 


Grove Village plant and some of its load 
subsequently was recovered at a parking 
lot of a drive-in restaurant on Indiana 
Avenue near 130th Street in Chicago two 
days after the theft. 


ACCORDING TO THE FBI, t!he agency 


is still looking into the case and more 
arrests are expected.

U.S. attorney addresses realty brokers 
Thompson hints: 
more corruption

U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson says in- 


vestigations into political corruption and 
misconduct have a long way to go in sub- 
urban areas and a break, possibly lead- 
ing to more indictments, could come by 
the end of the year. 
, 


Thompson's office working with full- 


time federal grand juries has produced 
indictments against officials such as 
James Stavros, the former Wheeling 
township committeeraen and six former 
Hoffman Estates village officials. 


Thompson's remarks came in response 


to questions Thursday after he addressed 
a gathering of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of realtors at the Casa Royale, in 
Des Plaines. 


For too long, he said, possibilities of 


corruption in the public offices of subur- 
ban communities has been overlooked. 
Probes geared at uncovering wrongdoing 
have, until recently been "sporadic — 
there has been no investigation that has 
been systematic or system wide," he 
.said. 


THOMPSON WAS unable to say how 


many officials are under investigation 
right now but said much remains to be 
investigated in Chicago suburbs. 


In his speech to the more than 500 real- 


tors Thompson said the work of the U.S. 
Attorney's office in trying to track down 
official misconduct "is not a political 
vendetta, or picking on a political par- 
ty." He called the nation, "bunk." 


"The test is whether we are willing to 


go after corruption in both areas and are 
willing to enforce the law in a non-parti- 
san fashion." 


He mentioned that during his years in 


the state's attorney's office he worked on 
corruption cases under Democratic and 
Republican administrations. "I've grown 
up in the system," he said. 


HE SPOKE only briefly on Watergate- 


related matters saying he has had to re-

main silent on the issue for months part- 
ly because fellow federal prosecutors 
"are engaged in cases having to do with 
and relating to Watergate." 


He did say however, "Some people who 


rose to power are people who should nev- 
er have been in government at all. They 
didn't know how to use power on behalf 
of the people." 


On the matter of the Watergate tapes, 


he said, "It's a sad and tragic thing for 
me to see the president of the United 
States as such a prisoner of unreality sit- 
ting in the White House, denying the acts 
of those he considers political enemies." 


"He should have been served by wise 


and able men but was served by the very 
worst sort," Thompson said. 
From his reading of published accounts 


of the taped presidential conversations, 
Thompson was critical of former presi- 
dential counsel John Dean for wanting to 
use federal agencies such as the FBI to 
fight "Nixon's political enemies." 


"Public office belongs to people, and a 


public official is not entitled to use power 
for the benefit of himself, family or 
friends. All the power he possesses, is 
nothing more than a collection of the 
power the people have given him." 


Park district., schools 
to weigh buildings use

The Elk Grove District and School 


Dist. 59 win stage a public meeting later 
this month to discuss the school use con- 
tract recently signed by both parties. 


The contract gives the park district ex-

SPEAKING AT THE park board's 


Thursday night meeting, school board 
representative Emil Bahnmaier said the 
board wanted to hold the public hearings 
to explain the contract. "People are en- 
titled to an explanation of what is hap- 
pending to their building," said Bahn- 
maier. 


Bahnmaier added that the school board 


is "fully supportive" of the contract as 
written. 


If the input from the public is strong 


enough, according to Bahnmaier, any 
change would come from "mutual" 
agreement between both boards. 


The meeting date was not scheduled, 


but is expected to be at Grove Junior 
High later this month. Grove and Lively 
Junior High Schools have been operating 
under park district control as a "pilot" 
program this year very successfully, ac- 
cording to principals at both schools. 


"It's not our idea to come in and lock 


out groups," said Jack Claes, superin- 
tendent of parks and recreation. "The 
neighborhood school in Elk Grove Village 
is the core of the neighborhood and we 
want to get into the neighborhoods," he 
added.

THE BOARD HAS not decided whether 


to include all the projects in the referen- 
dum. Creek said some of the projects, 
like swimming pools, may be voted on 
separately. 


Of the $15 million, between $3 and $4 


million would be used to upgrade 
Schaumburg High School, which was 
opened in 1970 and planned for 2,500 stu- 
dents. Schaumburg was designed and 
built by the state because Dist. 211 did 
not have enough bonding power at the 
time to finance the construction. 


Changes in the design of the building 


were made while it was under construc- 
tion lowering the capacity of the school. 
Board members now want to enlarge the 
cafeteria, storage and receiving areas 
and vocational facilities at Schaumburg. 


Another $3 million would be used to 


renovate the district's oldest school, Pal- 
atine High School. The oldest part of the 
school, built in 1929, is in need of major 
repairs and remodeling. Creek said 
Thursday the district might close the 
school for a year to do the work. 


DIST. 211 BOARD members also want 


to build auditoriums at Fremd and Co- 
nant high schools and swimming pools at 
each of the five high schools. Audito- 
riums cost $500,000 each and pools cost 
$700,000 each, said Creek. The district 
would also like to build a warehouse for 
the district administration center. 


About $3 million would be used for the 


district's sixth high school which is 
scheduled to open in 1976. The building • 
was originally budgeted at $9.5 million 
but due to inflation architects now esti- 
mate the cost at'about $12 minion. The 
bond referendum would allow the district 
to make up the difference. 


"We've been keeping a good eye out on 


the bidding situation and it's not good," 
said district architect Ken Unteed from 
Unteed and Associates in Palatine. For 
instance, he said, reinforced steel was 
scarce five months ago but now it is 
available at four times the original price. 


THE DISTRICT delayed ground break- 


ing on the sixth school scheduled for this 
spring hoping to make up for inflation 
through funds from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board. The board was 
created by the state legislature last year 
to allocate funds for new school buildings 
hi Illinois. Dist. 211 learned last month 
that it will not qualify for the money. 
Ground breaking is now scheduled for 
fall. 


Creek said Thursday the "game plan" 


is to let bids on the sixth school in Sep- 
tember and then go to the voters for a 
referendum. The referendum would ask 
for funds for the sixth school and "at the 
same time consider other projects which 
would bring all the existing buildings up 
to the quality we think we should have," 
he said.

Flood-plagued residents of the Winston 


Park subdivision in Palatine still shiver 
when forecasts of heavy rain are pre- 
dicted. But in the two years since the 
record 1972 deluges, many residents have 
found their own solutions to the frequent, 
devastating overflow. 


Many Winston Park subdivision resi- 


dents have an especially annoying prob- 
lem that was built in to their homes: re- 
ceased driveways. The basement-level 
garages turned into lakes of muddy rain- 
water in 1972, usually flooding the rest of 
the basement with water that streamed 
down the driveways from the street. 


For 12 wet weeks during the summer 


of 1972, Winston Park residents were 
among the hardest hit flood victims as 
storm alter storm Inundated the area. 
Water gushed down the streets, running 
into any available depression including 
the recessed garages. 


OFTEN DURING that summer, des- 


perate residents found not only stormwa- 
ter in their basements, but also dis- 
covered raw sewage backed up from the 
rain runoff flooding the sewer system. 


Rather than ball but and sell their 


homes, a number of homeowners with 
the recessed drives have chosen an ex- 
pensive, but effective, alternative. For 
$10,000, they have covered up the trouble- 
maker by filling in the driveway, turning 
the garage Into added basement, and 
building a new, separate garage at 
ground level. 


"This seems to be the only practical 


solution. So far we've had very good 
luck," said Mrs. Alex Mlceli, 38 N. Fos- 
ket Dr., Palatine. 


The Micelis were the first family to try 


the fill-it-in approach. Since their new 
garage was finished last year, four oth- 
er homeowners within one block have 
adopted the plan. 


"People from other areas have stopped 


in. One woman even asked us for a copy 
of our plans," Mrs. Mlceli said. 


A neighbor who filled hi her driveway 


last summer said that while she was able 
to solve the flooding problem, her family 
is "still concerned about the flooding for 
other people." 


REAL ESTATE brokers handling 


homes in Winston Park are finding some 
problems with the area's reputation for 
flooding, according to Steve Hetman, an 
associate with Kole Real Estate in Pala- 
tine. For now, realtors have a wait and 
see attitude about the effectiveness of 
new village efforts to decrease flooding. 


According to Hetman, buyers for 


homes in Winston Park occasionally 
have run into trouble getting regular 
.mortgages because much of the subdivi- 
sion is built on the flood plain. 


A savings institution recently required 


a buyer to pay 30 per cent down payment 
for a home in the subdivision instead of 
the. usual 20 per cent. The buyer did find 
regular financing from another lender, 
Hetman said.

Flood Insurance, which is required on 


flood-plain homes before a mortgage is 
granted, also, may cause second thoughts 
among potential buyers, Hetman said. 
For the people already living in Winston 
Park, flooding is a vivid memory and a 
frequent topic of conversation. 


"WE PUT A LOT more money into our 


home. But you can't live with flooding," 
said one resident whose recessed drive- 
way was filled in last year. 


One alternative to filling in the drive- 


way is a homemade dam to hold back 
water from the flooded street at the en- 
trance to the recessed drive. 


Louis Hibbs, 1206 Paddock Dr., still 


keeps his barricade handy for heavy 
rains and times when he's away on vaca- 
tion. During the flooding rains two years 
ago, Hibbs and his neighbors managed to 
fend off more than 11 inches of rain with 
their dams. 


"I've lived here since the beginning 


and it looks like somebody is trying to 
help us. But there's a long way to go," 
Hibbs said, He's lived on Paddock Drive 
since 1963. 


For the Village's part, creek work and 


a pump installed in Rossiter Lake are 
intended to relieve the backup. 


THE ROSSITER LAKE pump will take 


water out of the lake and pump it into 
Salt Creek during heavy rains, to in- 
crease the amount of runoff water that 
the manmade lake can hold from sur- 
rounding areas. The pump and in- 
stallation has cost $30,500 to date. 
Creek work of widening, cleaning and 


current flooding in 1972. Many other 
homeowners are trying the same re- 
medy, which -they say$>works. 


dredging the oft-overflowing Salt Creek 
will continue this summer, according to 
Palatine Public Works Director James 
Bennett. The creek runs throughout the 
village. ' 


Village trustee Fred Zajonc, a Winston 


Park resident, is pleased with the vil- 
lage's efforts to lessen flooding in the 
area. 


"I think the improvements are working 


very well,^especially Lake Rossiter," Za- 
jonc said. But the real test will come this 
year. 


"I wouldn't be surprised to see a 75 per 


cent reduction in flooding," Zajonc said, 
by increasing the capacity of several 
manmade lakes and clearing the stream. 


"WE FEEL WE'VE relieved it an aw- 


ful lot," Bennett said. The creek work 
and pump will delay the effects of the 
flooding, by handling more water before 
the creek and lake overflow, according to 
Bennett. But there is likely to be that 
time when all the outlets are full and the 
rain keeps coming. 


When that happens, and when the 


sandbags give way or run out, there's 
still only one practical thing to do, short 
of giving up and moving away. That's to 
start shifting and lifting all the furniture 
insight. 


Some highly-organized Winston Park 


families have come up with a game plan 
to beat the flood. When the water seeps 
in, each child and parent in the family 
has a battle zone or duty. White one. 
moves the piles of dusty games and toys,, 
two others heave the old sofa up or 
blocks and race against the water.

A $1.2 million garbage incinerator

The system would employ a new

THE PROJECT, IF built, could be 


funded through the sate of general 
obligation bonds by the city, Mayor 
Roland J. Meyer said. During a spe- 
cial meeting Thursday in which the 
proposal was presented to city alder- 
men, Stewart said the system could 
be operational wilhin nine months to 
a year from the start of construction.

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17.S. attorney addresses realty brokers

U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson says in- 


vestigations into political corruption and. 
misconduct have a long way to go in sub- 
urban areas and a break, possibly lead- 
ing to more indictments, could come by 
the end of the year. 


Thompson's office working with full- 


time federal grand juries has produced 
indictments against officials such as 
James Stavros, the former Wheeling 
township committeemen and six former 
Hoffman Estates village officials. 


Thompson's remarks came in response 


to questions Thursday after he addressed 
a gathering of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of realtors at the Casa Royale, in 
DesPlaines. 


For too long, he said, possibilities of 


corruption in the public offices of subur- 
ban communities has been overlooked. 
Probes geared at uncovering wrongdoing 
have, until recently been "sporadic — 
there has been no investigation that has 
been systematic or system wide," he 
said. 


THOMPSON WAS unable to say how 


many officials are under investigation 
right now but said much remains to be 
investigated in Chicago suburbs. 


In his speech to the more than 500 real- 


tors Thompson said the work of the U.S. 
Attorney's office in trying to track down 
official misconduct "is not a political 
vendetta, or picking on a political par- 
ty." He called the nation, "bunk." 


"The test is whether we are willing to 


go after corruption in both areas and are 
willing to enforce the law in a non-parti- 
san fashion." 


He mentioned that during his years in 


the state's attorney's office he worked on 
corruption cases under Democratic and 
Republican administrations. "I've grown 
up in the system," he said. 
' 


HE SPOKE only briefly on Watergate- 


related matters saying he has had to re- 
main silent on the issue for months part- 
ly because fellow federal prosecutors 
"are engaged in cases having to do with 
and relating to Watergate." 


He did say however, "Some people who 


rose to power are people who should nev- 
er have been in government at all. They 
didn't know how to use power on behalf 
of the people." 


On the matter of the Watergate tapes, 


he said, "It's a sad and tragic thing for 
me to see the president of the United 
States as such a prisoner of unreality sit- 
ting in the White Louse, denying the acts 
of those he considers political enemies." 


"He should have been served by wise 


and able men but was served by the very 
worst sort," Thompson said. 


From his reading of published accounts 


of the taped presidential conversations, 
Thompson was critical of former presi- 
dential counsel John Dean for wanting to 
use federal agencies such as the FBI to 
fight "Nixon's political enemies." 


"Public office belongs to people, and a 


public official is not entitled to use power 
for the benefit of himself, family or 
friends. All the power he possesses, is 
nothing more than a collection of the 
power the people have given him."

OKs budget 8% 
under 73-74 


The Rolling Meadows Park District of- 


ficially adopted a $553,325 budget, which 
is 8 per cent below the 1973-74 budget. 
Last year's budget totaled $601,650. 


The new budget, retroactive to May 1, 


was formally approved at Thursday 
night's board meeting. 


The 8 per cent decrease only will affect 


taxes slightly, according to Steve Per- 
son, superintendent of parks and recrea- 
tion. Since the park district's tax base 
for next year is as yet unknown, Person 
said he did not know how much of a de- 
crease could 'be expected for individual 
homeowners. 


MOST OF THE decrease in thjs year's 


budget is the result of cuts in spring and 
summer park programming. The spring 
and summer ice skating program, an an- 
nual event until this year, has been 
dropped because of lack of participants. 


Another reason for the cost decrease is 


that the park district will be purchasing 
less playground and recreational equip- 
ment this year. Last year the park dis- 
trict budgeted a total of $26,100 for equip- 
ment. The new budget shows only $2,200 
for equipment. 


Although the spring and summer skat-

HORCHER SAID HE was told the 


store planned to reopen under new man- 
agement, but Scanlan said information 
from store representatives would be 
needed before a decision could be consid- 
ered.

U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson says in- 


vestigations into political corruption and 
misconduct have a long way to go in sub- 
urban areas and a break, possibly lead- 
ing to more indictments, could come by 
the end of the year. 


Thompson's office working with full- 


time federal grand juries has produced 
indictments against officials such as 
James Stavros, the former Wheeling 
township eommitteemen and six former 
Hoffman Estates village officials. 


Thompson's remarks came in response 


to questions Thursday after he addressed 
a gathering of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of realtors at the Casa Royale, in 
Des Plaines. 


For too long, he said, possibilities of 


corruption in the public offices of subur- 
ban communities has been overlooked. 
Probes geared at uncovering wrongdoing 
have, until recently been "sporadic — 
there has been no investigation that has 
been systematic or system wide," he 
said. 


THOMPSON WAS unable to say how 


many officials are under investigation 
right now but said much remains to be 
investigated in Chicago suburbs. 


In his speech to the more than 500 real- 


tors Thompson said the work of the U S. 
Attorney's office in trying to track down 
official misconduct "is not a political 
vendetta, or picking on a political par- 
ty." He called the nation, "bunk." 


"The test is whether we are willing to 


go after corruption in both areas and are 
willing to enforce the law in a non-parti- 
san fashion." 


He mentioned that during his years in 


the state's attorney's office he worked on 
corruption cases under Democratic and 
Republican administrations. "I've grown 
up in the system," he said. 


HE SPOKE only briefly on Watergate- 


related matters saying he has had to re- 
main silent on the issue for months part- 
ly because fellow federal prosecutors 
"are engaged in cases having to do with 
and relating to Watergate." 


He did say however, "Some people who 


rose to power are people who should nev- 
er have been in government at all. They 
didn't know how to use power on behalf 
of the people." 


On the matter of the Watergate tapes, 


he said, "It's a sad and tragic thing for 
me to see the president of the United 
States as such a prisoner of unreality sit- 
ting in the White House, denying the acts 
of those he considers political enemies " 


"He should have been served by wise 


and able men but was served by the very 


worst sort," Thompson said. 


From his reading of published accounts 


of the taped presidential conversations, 
Thompson was cntical of former presi- 
dential counsel John Dean for wanting to 
use federal agencies such as tie FBI to 
fight "Nixon's political enemies " 


"Public office belongs to people, and a 


public official is not entitled to use power 
for the benefit of himself, family or 
friends. All the power he possesses, is 
nothing more than a collection of the 
power the people have given him."

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Citizens' group 
seeking unit 
school district 


A new citizens committee is circulating 


petitions to form a unit school district to 
coincide with the village boundaries of 
Schaumburg, Hanover Park and Elk 
Grove Village. 


Announcement of the group's petition 


drive met with strong opposition Friday 
night from persons attending a meeting 
of the Unit District Committee, where a 
feasibility study of the unit district con- 
cept for local schools was unveiled. 


The Schaumburg-Hanover Park - Elk 


Grove Village school system was one of 
three unit districts proposed by con- 
sultants who prepared the study. Unit 
districts combine elementary and high 
schools into one school system. 


Under the proposed plan, two other 


unit districts would be formed, one coin- 
ciding with the boundaries of Palatine 
and Inverness and the other with the 
boundaries of Hoffman Estates and Roll- 
ing Meadows. 


RALPH A. BELNAP who headed the 


study, said the three unit districts would 
"Improve community identity." He ac- 
knowledged, however, that few educa- 
tional or financial benefits would result 
from the proposed reorganization be- 
cause the areas involved already have a 
sound financial base and good education 
programs. 


Other alternatives for establishing dis- 


trict boundaries were Included in the 
study. A second three-district setup was 
offered as well as methods for estab- 
lishing one, two and four or more unit 
districts. 


The study involves the Schaumburg 


Township and Palatine Township area 
which is now served by two elementary 
districts, Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 
and Palatine Township Dist. 15, and by 
High School Dist. 211.

was formed within the past week to seek

Eight of its members were on the Unit 
District Committee and all 10 are 
Schaumburg residents. William Jackson, 
who headed the Unit District Committee, 
is a member of the new group. 


Both the recommendations of the feasi- 


bility study and the news of the petition 
drive were opposed by persons attending 
the Friday meeting. Of those in the au- 
dience, only David Wilson, representa- 
tive of the Schaumburg Education Assn., 
spoke in favor of the proposal. 


"By the action of the committee of 10 


you're going to create a very real divi- 
sion between the two communities 
(Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates)," 
said Robert Lyons of 250 Hermitage 
Lane, Hoffman Estates. "It will cause 
tremendous animosities whatever the re- 
sults." 


Esther Karras, Dist. 54 board member, 


also questioned the reasons for starting a 
petition committee. "This whole thing 
smells," she said. "It's smelted of politi- 
cal overtones since the very beginning." 


James Blankenship of Schaumburg is 


chairman of the petition committee. In- 
cluded on the committee are seven for- 
mer members of the Unit District Com- 
mittee and two additional Schaumburg 
residents. 


Signatures from 200 citizens of the 


community are required to petition for 
redistricting the area. These petitions 
are sent to the Cook County superintend- 
ent who must hold public hearings before 
deciding if a referendum should be held 
on the issue. 


Citizens within the area proposed for 


redistricting must pass the referendum 
for reorganization. At any time prior to 
the vote, the petition group may recall 
the petition and halt the process towards 
reorganization. 


According to Robert Seger, Dist. 211 


board member, the decision to form a 
petition committee was "a bit precipi- 
tous action." 


Vern Laubenstein, Schaumburg Town- 


ship supervisor, said the committee 
"jumped a couple of steps here" in the 
study's guidelines that recommend In- 
formimg the public about the study be- 
fore taking such action. He asked that 
the committee "rethink its choice and in- 
volve the total community." 


Other citizens attending the meeting 


said Belnap's reason for forming unit 
districts was not valid. One man ques- 
tioned how. a community identity can 
help a student or his education. 


Several voiced concern that too often 


unit districts overemphasize high schools 
and hurt the elementary schools.

The gift and about $500 worth of tools 


were taken in the break-in Thursday 
night. A door had been pried open and 
destroyed, Park Director Al Binder said. 
Estimated cost to replace the door .and 
door knobs is $175, and there was also 
about $15 damage to the wire fence near 
the building, he said. 


Burglars made off with about $325 in 


tools May 4 from the maintenance build- 
ing. Entry was gained by prying open 
the door, Binder said. 


No arrests have been made, and Hoff-

Additions for 5 high schools planned

High School Dist. 211 board members 


have taken the next step toward a $15 
million bond referendum this fall by ask- 
ing architects to prepare drawings for 
additions and improvements to the dis- 
trict's five high schools. 


Thursday night the Dist. 211 board au- 


thorized architects to spend up to $30,000 
for schematic drawings of several build- 
ing projects designed to upgrade the dis- 
trict's schools. Board Pres. Robert Creek 
said the total cost of all the projects 
would-probably be between $15 and $16 
million and would require a bond refer- 
endum this fall. 


"I think we would be less than candid 


with our constituency if we didn't go to 
the voters with the best set of figures we 
can have," said board member Edward 
Perry. "It's worth $30,000 to get the most 
readable shopping list we can." 


THE BOARD HAS not decided whether 


to include all the projects in the referen- 
dum. Creek said some of the projects, 
like swimming pools, may be voted on 
separately. 


Of the $15 million, between $3 and $4 


million would be used to upgrade 
Schaumburg High School, which was. 
opened in 1970 and planned for 2,500 stu- 


dents. Schaumburg was designed and 
built by the state because Dist. 211 did 
not have enough bonding power at the 
time to finance the construction. 


Changes in the design of the building 


were made while it was under'construc- 
tion lowering the capacity of the school. 
Board members now want to enlarge the 
cafeteria, storage and receiving areas 
and vocational facilities at Schaumburg. 


Another $3 million would be used to 


renovate the district's oldest school, Pal- 
atine High School. The oldest part of the 
school, built in 1929, is in need of major 
repairs and remodeling. Creek said 
Thursday the district might close the 
school for a year to do the work. 


DIST. 211 BOARD members also want 


to build auditoriums at Fremd and Co- 
nant high schools and swimming pools at 


each of the five high schools. Audito- 
riums cost $500,000 each and pools cost 
$700,000 each, said Creek. Toe district 
would also like to build a warehouse for 
the district administration center. 


About $3 million would be used for the 


district's sixth high school which is 
scheduled to open in 1976. The building 
was originally budgeted at $9.5 million 
but due to inflation architects now esti- 
mate the cost at about $12 million. The 
bond referendum would allow the district 
to make up the difference. 


"We've been keeping a good eye out on 


the bidding situation and it's not good," 
said district architect Ken Unteed from 
Unteed and Associates in Palatine. For 
instance, he said, reinforced steel was 
scarce five months ago but now it is 
available at four times the original price. 


THE DISTRICT delayed ground break- 


ing on the sixth school scheduled for this 
spring hoping to make up for inflation 
through funds from the Illinois Capital 
Development Board. The board was 
created by the state legislature last year 
to allocate funds for new school buildings 
in Illinois. Dist. 211 learned last month 
that it will not qualify for the money. 
Ground breaking is now scheduled for 
fall. 


Creek said Thursday the "game plan" 


is to let bids on the sixth school in Sep- 
tember and then go to the voters for a 
referendum. The referendum would ask 
for funds for the sixth school and "at the 
same time consider other projects which 
would bring all the existing buildings up 
to the quality we think we should have," 
he said. 


Meeting set for park land disconnection 


Schaumburg Park District officials are 


not happy about the prospects of losing 
land in the eastern part of the district to 
the Elk Grove Park District. 


Board members of the two park dis- 
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tricts will meet Thursday to discuss dis- 
connection of about 170 acres from the 
Schaumburg district. The property lies in 
Elk Grove Village and Schaumburg 
Township. It is between Plum Grove and 
Meacham roads about half a mile south 
of Schaumburg Road. 


The land is owned by Centex Corp. Un- 


der a recently passed state law, land in 
one district can be put under another dis- 
trict's jurisdiction if the land is in the 
district's village and owners agree and 
sign a petition. 


Jack Claes, Elk Grove director, said 


his district plans to add the site to the 
district to make district and village 


boundaries, contiguous. He added coin- 
ciding the boundaries would add to con- 
tinuity of service in the district. 


Designated park land in the area in 


question is mostly around lakes and 
creeks. 


Paul Derda, Schaumburg director, said 


district officials would prefer to keep the 
land because it is close to Schaumburg 
facilities and easily could be served. 


He added the property is adjacent to 


land for which the park district is pre- 
sently negotiating for inclusion in the 
Spring Valley Nature Center. Derda 
termed the Centex land as "relatively 
compatible to Spring Valley. 


Commuter station said 
to be two years away 


Construction of a federally funded Mil- 


waukee Rood commuter station in 
Schaumburg is at least two years away. 


Processing of grant applications and 


other details, including an environmental 
impact study, generally takes a min- 
imum of two years, said Lois Geister, 
executive director of the Northwest Sub- 
urban ;t lass Transit District. 


"Of course, in the first place, locating 


a station in any community requires ap- 
proval of the entire district board," she 
explained. 


Schaumburg recently reversed a deci- 


sion .made three years ago and this 
month became the 12th member of the 
district, which includes towns along The 
Milwaukee Road west suburban line 
from Chicago to the East Dundee area. 


SINCE CREATION of the district by 


The Milwaukee Road in 1971, its mem- 
bers have been instrumental in obtaining 
federal and state funds for services in 


araas served by the railroad, Mrs. Geis- 
ter said. 


As a member, Schaumburg will have 


access to area planning, Mrs. Geister 
said, noting that the district is now in- 
volved in preliminary planning of a bus 
system to serve commuters, major shop- 
ping centers and O'Hare Airport. 


Schaumburg is presently investigating 


local bus service through its mass trans- 
portation committee and expects to 
make a decision on the issue next month. 


Mass transportation committee mem- 


bers are working on preliminary master 
planning for a regional transportation 
center proposed for a site in south- 
western Schaumburg near The Mil- 
waukee Road and Schaumburg Airport, a 
private landing strip, being considered 
for eventual village purchase.

The pool, parking lot and lighting projects were part of a

for the pool wre about $25,000 more than originally antici- 
pated.

Improvement 
of parks 
next on list 


Refinement of present facilities and 


programs will be the chief focus of the 
Mount Prospect Park District during the 
recently-begun 1974-75 fiscal year. 


"Most of the major projects we under- 


took a few years ago with the referen- 
dum to build new parks are done," said 
park board president Robert Jackson. 
"What we're really interested in now is 
improving what we have — upgrading 
the parks and improving the programs." 


Among the "finishing touches" Jack- 


son cited are lighting tennis courts, fix- 
ing ballfields and in general "making our 
parks more attractive." 


The district's long-range goal, he said, 


is acquiring more open space, though 
Jackson acknowledged "there isn't 
much available." 


THE PARK district's board of com- 


missioners is expected to adopt the 1974- 
75 budget and elected officers at its an- 
nual meeting at 8 p.m. today in the Lions 
Park Recreation Center, 411 S. Maple St. 
The $1,442,647 budget, reflecting an in- 
crease of 8 1 per cent over the present 
budget of $1,334,991, has been described 
by Jackson as "pretty tight." He also 
predicted taxes would remain at their 
present level of $40.40 per $10,000 equal- 
ized assessed valuation. 


The budget includes the following an- 


ticipated expenses for 1974-79: Adminis- 
t r a t i o n , $58,350; park maintenance, 
$192,750; Kopp pool, $74,350; Lions Park 
pool, $27,850; Meadows Park pool, 
$26,950; golf facilities, $117,800; pro shop 
and concessions, $68,800; capital, $66,200; 
recreation, $269,900; bond and interest, 
$473,197; Illinois Municipal Retirement

Solicitors beating down village doors

Virginia Thomas was just finishing the 


dishes from lunch when the doorbell 
rang. A young, soft-spoken man needed a 
favor: Would she vote for him? 


"I figured right away be was selling 


something, so I said, 'I'm not buying 
anything,' " Mrs. Thomas related later. 
"He assured me he wasn't selling any- 
thing." 


The man, however, was indeed a sales- 


man, using a common ploy to literally 
get a foot in the door of the Thomases' 
Mount 'Prospect home. His line: He 
was trying for a managerial position, 
which he could get only by securing a 
certain number of votes. The catch: 


Votes come only with the sale of maga- 


"It's a troublesome problem to us and 


everybody else," said Village Mgr. Rob- 
ert J. Eppley. "We can't do more than 
regulate these solicitors. We can't forbid 
them from coming Into town." 


AND COME THEY do, especially in 


the spring and summer months. Finance 
director Richard L. Jesse reports that he 
sometimes issues as many as six to eight 
badges a day to door-to-door salesmen 
after they complete ponce department 
forms on themselves and their organiza- 
tions. 


Charitable groups and local youth or- 


ganizations have already secured 18 per- 
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mits this year for tag days and door-to- 
door solicitation, and have applications 
pending for six more. All of last year, 24 
permits were Issued by the village to 
charitable and local groups, and numer- 
ous badges were provided to salesmen. 


Magazine salesmen, like the one who 


approached Mrs. Thomas, are the most 
common. Also ringing doorbells in Mount 
Prospect arei salesmen pushing black- 
topped driveways, landscaped lawns, 
personal grooming products and the old 
stand-by, encyclopedia sets. 


Not all of them, of course, fall into the 


stereotyped category of the persistent, 
high pressure salesman, refusing to 
leave until he has the homeowner's mon- 
ey or signature. But sometimes a pushy 
salesman does come around, and in that 
case, says Eppley, "We encourage 
people not to put up with any high pres- 
sure tactics, badge or no badge. Most 
people are much too nice. They're not 
required to give any reason at all for 
closing the door. They don't owe the per- 
son a hearing on his whole sales pitch." 


JAMES BAUMHART, assistant to the 


president of the Better Business Bureau 
in Chicago, concurs. "If you're not inter- 
ested in the product, you shouldn't even 
discuss it. You should feel no qualms at 


all saying you're not interested. If the 
salesman doesnt't leave, go to the phone 
and call the local police. That will do it." 


Baumhait also notes that Illinois is 


among the states with a three-day "cool- 
ing off" period, allowing citizens to can- 
cel orders for any product or service 
they signed for in their homes costing 
more than $25. 


Another tactic available to homeowners 


is a "no solicitors invited" sticker that 
can be affixed to their doors. The decal 
serves as a warning to salesmen that 
they can be charged with trespassing if 
they attempt to sell a product or service 
at a home posting the notice. The decals 
are available at 20 cents from the recep- 
tionist in the clerk's office or from the 
finance department office, both in the 
village hall, 112 E. Northwest Hwy., and 
are generally effective in keeping away 
unwanted solicitors. 


In Mrs. Thomas' case, she had to re- 


sort to threatening to call the police be- 
fore the vote-seeking magazine salesman 
would leave. "I just couldn't get rid of 
him. Whatever you said, he would keep 
talking as if he didn't hear what you're 
saying." She finally picked up the phone, 
but before she could dial the first num- 
ber, he was gone.

U.S. Atty, James R. Thompson says in- 


vestigations into political corruption and 
misconduct have a long way to go in sub- 
urban areas and a break, possibly lead- 
ing to more indictments, could com* by 
the end of the year. 


Thompson's office working with full- 


time federal grand juries has produced 
indictments against officials such as 
James Stavros, the former Wheeling 
township committeemen and six former 
Hoffman Estates village officials. 


Thompson's remarks came in response 


to questions Thursday after he addressed 
a gathering of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of realtors at the Casa Royale, in 
Des Plaines. 


For too long, he said, possibilities of 


corruption in the public offices of subur- 
ban communities has been overlooked. 
Probes geared at uncovering wrongdoing 
have, until recently been "sporadic — 
there has been no investigation that has 
been systematic or system wide," he 
said. 


THOMPSON WAS unable to say how 


many officials are under investigation 
right now but said much remains to be 
investigated hi Chicago suburbs. 


In his speech to the more than 500 real- 


tors Thompson said the work of the U.S. 
Attorney's office in trying to track down 
official misconduct "is not a political 
vendetta, or picking on a political par- 
ty." He called the nation, "bunk." 


"The test is whether we are willing to 


go after corruption in both areas and are 
willing to enforce the law in a non-parti- 
san fashion." 


He mentioned that during his years in 


the state's attorney's office he worked on 
corruption cases under Democratic and 
Republican administrations. "I've grown 
up in the system," he said. 


HE SPOKE only briefly on Watergate- 


related matters saying he has had to re-

main silent on the issue for months part- 
ly because fellow federal prosecutors 
'•'are engaged in cases having to do with 
and relating to Watergate." 


He did say however, "Some people who 


rose to power are people who should nev- 
er have been in government at all. They 
didn't know how to use power on behalf 
of the people." 


On the matter of the Watergate tapes, 


he said, "It's a sad and tragic tiling for 
me to see the president of the United 
States as such a prisoner of unreality sit- 
ting in the White House, denying the acts 
of those he considers political enemies." 


"He should have been served by wise 


and able men but was served by the very 
worst sort," Thompson said. 


From his reading of published accounts 


of the taped presidential conversations, 
Thompson was critical of former presi- 
dential counsel John Dean for wanting to 
use federal agencies such as the FBI to 
fight "Nixon's political enemies." 


"Public office belongs to people, and a 


public official is not entitled to use power 
for the benefit of himself, family or 
friends. AH the power he possesses, is 
nothing more than a collection of the 
power the people have given him." 


District food director complains 
New school lunch plan criticized

School Dist. 26 food director Barbara 


Oehl is not happy with the district board 
of education's decision to start a new pi- 
lot lunch program at three schools using 
frozen, prepared meals instead of dis- 
trict-prepared lunches.

Board mem- 
bers Lloyd Demel and Frank G. Smith 
voted against the proposal saying they 
saw no reason to abandon the district- 


operated program. 


Mrs. Oehl has worked on the lunch pro- 


gram staff for seven years and has 
served as food director for the last four 
years. She said she is upset with the pilot 
program because she believes it will not 
provide as many benefits as the present 
system. 


"We are able to supply fresh fruit and 


salads and school-baked desserts with 
our meals. The mass feeding meal is all 
frozen. 


"WE FEEL WE provide an asset to 


the district because we contribute to 
good health and a total education by 
teaching sound food habits," Mrs. Oehl

The possibility of a $3 million referen-

Matron bus head 
plugs tax-backed 
village system 


The president of Metron Systems 


Corp., Claude Luisada, said Friday that 
he would tike to become the manager of 
a tax-supported village bus system. 


Metron's financially troubled Arlington 


Heights commuter bus service will cease 
operating Wednesday, unless an emer- 
gency state subsidy is received, or by the 
end of the month if a village subsidy is 
not approved, Lulsada said. 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


will meet tonight as a committee of the 
whole to take up the question of a subsidy 
for Metron. 


A village administration committee 


has estimated that it would cost between 
180,900 and $84,000 to keep Metron's Ar- 
lington Heights bus service in business 
through the end of 1974. 


THE SUBSIDY LEVEL would provide 


for the addition of a fourth commuter 


Gifted student 
center planned 


Officials of School Dist. 25 in Arlington 


Heights hope to establish two learning 
centers for gifted students in the fall. 


Plans are to provide a center at Green- 


brier School for children in the northern 
portion of the village and at Dunton 
School for children in the southern por- 
tion. 


An equivalent of two full-time and one 


half-time person will 'be hired for the 
next school year, making a total of three 
full-time staff members to carry out the 
gifted programs. 


Some board members felt that "so 


little is being done too late" in providing 
adequate programs for the 400 to 450 stu- 
dents in the district who were deter- 
mined academically 
gifted after a 


screening process last fall. 


Gifted children will remain integrated 


in regular classrooms at their own 
schools, but will spend approximately 
one-half day a week at the new learning 
centers, Donald V. Strong, superintend- 
ent, said that children should remain in 
the classrooms with other students of 
varied levels of abilities. 


"Studies show that full-time grouping 


(all gifted) is undesirable," he said. He 
added that one advantage for an in- 
tegrated classroom is that it provides in- 
teraction among students of all abilities. 


School officials are looking into means 


of transporting the children to the two 
schools. A transportation system by par- 
ents was encouraged by some board 
members. 


route, a shuttle bus to Eandhurst and 
Woodfield, and dial-a-bus service. 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh said Friday that, in the absence of 
additional information, he was inclined 
to go along with the recommendation of 
the village administration to terminate 
the bus service. 


Arlington Heights Village Mgr. L. A. 


Hanson has recommended that the bus 
service be terminated. 


The administrative committee reached 


a generally similar conclusion, adding, 
however, that it would be desirable to 
keep Metron running through the end of 
the year if funds were available. 


"In the event that the board of trustees 


determines that funds can be made 
available by adjusting commitments and 
priorities, it is recommended that the vil- 
lage manager sponsor an agreement 
with Metron Systems Corp. which would 
provide for payment of specified credit- 
ors plus a schedule of monthly expenses 
for a specified number of months . . . ," 
the committee reported. 


"Further, the agreement should pro- 


vide that all revenues would be paid to 
the village as would any subsidies from 
the state or federal sources." 


IF SUCH A POLICY is adopted by the 


village board, it would in effect make 
Luisada the manager of a village-spon- 
sored bus service. 


At a press conference Friday, Luisada 


called on the residents of Arlington 
Heights to express their opinions on a 
publicly .supported bus system to mem- 
bers of the village board. 


"If the residents of Arlington Heights 


feel that public transportation is suf- 
ficiently important that their tax dollars 
should be spent for it, I think (hey haVe 
to make their wishes known directly," he 
said 


A subsidy check from the Illinois De- 


partment of Transportation, now nearly 
2% months overdue, would keep Met- 
ron's Arlington Heights transit division 
in business to the end of the month, but 
would not solve its long-range financial 
deficit, Luisada said. 


The company has been promised about 


$17,000 in state money in the form of an 
interim subsidy until the Regional Trans- 
portation Authority (RTA) begins func- 
tioning later this year. 


Expected court challenges and the pos- 


sibility of amendments to the RTA legis- 
lation make its future ability to help Met- 
ron uncertain, Luisada said. He did pre- 
dict that, if RTA is allowed to survive by 
the legislature, it probably would be in a 
position to begin paying subsidies by the 
end of the year. 


LUISADA SAID HE did not really 


know why the emergency state subsidy 
has been held up. Metron's $17,000 grant

Panel finds'him guilty 
Police officer suspended for 30 days 


Sgt. Jack Weber of the Arlington 


Heights police has been suspended from 
the department without pay for 30 days 
and his name has been stricken from the 
top of the list of candidates for Lieuten- 
ants. 


The board of fire and police commis- 


sioners Saturday found Weber guilty of a 
charge of conduct unbecoming a police 
officer by "attempting to return certain 
merchandise to a retail store in other 
than a regulatory manner." 


The suspension ends today. The 30-day 


suspension, dating from April 15 when 
Weber was first formally charged before 
the commission, is the maximum allow- 
able under state law.

The store did not file criminal charges 


in connection with the incident 


THE CHARGES, filed by police chief 


L. W. Cakterwood with the commission 
in April, stemmed from an incident at 
the Palatine K-Mart discount store 
March 21. Weber was stopped by store 
security personnel as he attempted to 
leave the store with an aquarium ther- 
mometer and sabre saw blades in his 
pocket. 


The two items had a total retail value 


of $1.71, according to testimony given by 
Richard Buns, K-Mart security manager. 


Weber, testifying in his own behalf, 


Thursday, said he was attempting to ex- 
change the thermometer for a faulty one 
purchased earlier at that store. He said 
the faulty thermometer was in his truck 
in the store parking lot at the time of his 
apprehension. 


Commission chairman Harold Dotts 


said the decision, was ". . . fair to the 
public and fair to Sgt. Weber." He added 
citizens of the village were ". . . entitled 
to have complete confidence in the per- 
sonnel of that (police) department," in 
order that the police maintain their cur- 
rent positions of respect and high reputa- 
tion in the area. 


WEBER, A 12-YEAR veteran of the de- 


partment, greeted the board's decision 
without open comment. 


Warren G. Petersen, his attorney and 


former village prosecutor, said he would 
study the findings of the commission and 
could ask'for a rehearing within 30 days. 
He requested, and Dotts granted, that

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4 junior highs 
to get counselors 


The Arlington Heights School Dist. 25 will hire four coun- 


selors for South, Rand, Miner and Thomas Junior High 
schools for the 1974-75 year. 


Supt. Donald V. Strong said duties of the counselors will 


vary to needs of students in each school but will essentially 
involve guidance for junior high school students. 


They are to counsel students on academic, personal, paren- 


tal, discipline and other problems that accompany adoles- 
cents when they enter the junior high years. 


Building improvements planned 


Plans for building improvements and purchases of mate- 


rials and equipment were approved by members of the school 
board.

59 wrapup 
Kindergarten age

A study made by Elk Grove Township School Dist. 59 re- 


vealed that a program which allows children to enter kinder- 
garten on their fifth birthdays may be feasible and could be 
initiated as early as this fall. 


Board members, however, decided against using this meth- 


od in the fall because teachers have planned new math and 
social studies programs. The board is expected to make a 
decision in a month or two on whether an early entrance 
program will be used.

U.S. attorney addresses realty brokers 
Thompson hints: 
more corruption

U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson says in- 


vestigations .into political corruption and 
misconduct have a long way to go in sub- 
urban areas and a break, possibly lead- 
ing to more indictments, could come by 
the end of the year. 


Thompson's office working with full- 


time federal grand juries has produced 
indictments against officials such as 
James Stavros, the former, Wheeling 
township committeemen and six former 
Hoffman Estates village officials. 


Thompson's remarks came in response 


to questions Thursday after he addressed 
a gathering of the Northwest Suburban 
Board of realtors at the Casa Roy ale, in 
DesPlaines. 


For too long, he said,' possibilities of 


corruption in the public offices of subur- 
ban communities has been overlooked. 
Probes geared at uncovering wrongdoing 
have, until recently been "sporadic — 
there has been no investigation that has 
been systematic or system wide," he 
said.

"I've grown 
up in' the system," he said. 


HE SPOKE only briefly on Watergate- 


related matters saying he has had'to re- 
main silent on the issue for months part- 
ly because fellow federal prosecutors 
"are engaged in cases having to do with 
and relating to Watergate." 


He did say however, "Some people who 


rose to power are people who should nev- 
er have been in government at all. They 
didn't know how to use power on behalf 
of the people." 


On the matter of the Watergate tapes, 


he said, "It's a sad and tragic thing for 
me to see the president of the United 
States as such a prisoner of unreality sit- 
ting in the White House, denying the acts 
of those he considers political enemies." 


"He should have been served by wise 


and able men but was served by the very 
worst sort," Thompson said. 


From his reading of published accounts 


of the taped presidential conversations, 
Thompson was critical of former presi- 
dential counsel John Dean for wanting to 
use federal agencies such as the FBI to 
fight "Nixon's political enemies." 


"Public office belongs to people, and a 


public official is not entitled to use power 
for the benefit of himself, family or 
friends. All the power he possesses, is 
nothing more than a collection of the 
power the people have given him."

Village cracking down 
on garbage regulations 


The Village of Arlington Heights is 


cracking down on garbage regulations. 


Throughout the village, many residents 


will find bright orange stickers on their 
garbage cans boldly proclaiming that the 
receptacle has been condemned. 


The stickers, prepared by the village's 


health department, were passed out to 
drivers of the Laseke Disposal Co. last 
Thursday with Instructions to use them 
in instances where the garbage regu- 
lations are being violated, Henry Laseke, 
president of the company, said Friday. 


THE MOST FREQUENTLY cited vio- 


lations are putting cans out at the curb, 
using cans over the 30 gallon maximum 
permitted by regulation and using cans 
that are either unsanitary or in broken 
down condition. 


"The village is now cracking down and 


has told us that it's proper to tag these 
cans," Laseke said. Particular emphasis 


is being put on cans that are put out at 
the curb, he added. 


"Everything at the curb is supposed to 


be in a disposable container," Laseke 
said. The only other refuse that can be 
placed at the curb is branches and brush 
which must be neatly tied in bundles, 
and large household items such as appli- 
ances which are picked up on the second 
collection day of the week. 


ALTHOUGH PLASTIC cans are techni- 


cally against garbage regulations, La- 
seke said if they are in good shape, and 
not over 30 gallons in size, drivers won't 
placard them. 


Thirty gallons is a nationally accepted 


standard, he said, although many stores 
continue to sell 45 gallon containers. 


Laseke said his drivers simply are car- 


rying out regulations adopted by the vil- 
lage during the latest crackdown. 


"Nowhere on there (the stickers) do 


you see Laseke Disposal," he said.
